As we have had Occafion, in feveral Places, 
to mention the Reafons that induced us to un- 
dertake the Compiling thh Hijiory, we fhall 
not here repeat them : But only oblerve, that, 
notwithfknding fome Errors may have flipped us, 
we hope there will not appear any but fuch as are 
common ; that, we are not confcioua to ourfelves 
of any partial Fondnefles for our principal Cha- 
rader, nor of any undue Severities tow^irds his 
Enemies, either dead or living ; that tho* we have 
taken more Freedom with Monfieur Rapin, than 
with any other Author, our Readers may fee we 
were not the firft who did fo, if they will but attend 
the many Pieces that have been publifhed to let 
forth his Miftakes j and that we do not conceive even 
the moftCenforious can bring againfl: us the Charge 
of undertaking this Publication with a mercenary 
Vir^, efpecially as there could be no Hopes of 
Family Gratifications, in vindicating the Charafter 
of one who was the firfl: and laft Perfon in his, 
of any the leaft Confequence or Diftin<^on. 

After having fpoke of the many Circumftances 
rclr.ting to his Dlfgrace, and attended him both ift 
his Retirement from the World, and his final 
Departure out of it, we were brought tb the 
Memoirs with which this Volume and this 
Work is concluded, and difpatched them with as 
much Concifcnefs as poflible. 

. And we cannot but here hint, that we have 
been at a much larger Expence about this Collec- 
tion, than our Su6Jcriptiom have hitherto anfwer- 
cdi though we are not uneafy on that Account, 
bccaufe. 
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becaufe, in difcharge of our Obligations to the 
Bncouragers of it, we have afforded them more 
Matter and a greater Number of EmbeUifhment* 
than is ufually given, or might reafonably be ex- 
pcftcd.

TheBeginningofthcYear, 1526, 
the Commcndary Herara returned from 
Rome^Madridt and brought Letters from Pope (31m«»* 
theVIIth, written with hisown Hand, totheEmperor,in 
which he laboured to clear himfelf of the Imputation of 
liaVing any Hand in the Confpiracy, by laying thcFaulc 
on the Marquis ofPefcara, and Jerome Moreton; and en- 
treated the Emperor to pardon Sforza, and reftore him 
10 his DoRiinions oS. Milan : But, fays the SpaniJb'Wn- 
ters, *' the Emperor, knowing that the Duke would 
Vol. IV, B " afcribc 
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*• afcribe the Benefit of his Liberty to the Interceffion 
** of the Pope and the Venetians^ and not to his Mcny 
" only, made little Account of their fair Words." 

Alio about this Time the captive King of France was 
brought to confent to the Reftitution of Burgundy for 
the Sake of his Liberty, only infilling, that it could 
not be performed till fome Time after he was free, be- 
caiife the People would never deliver it whilft he was 
a Prifoner; but, for Security of the Performance, he 
agreed to deliver his two eldeft Sons as Hoftigesr 
Though the Emperor thought good to take the Ad- 
vice of his Council upon fo important an Affair, yet, 
finding their Opinions fo very different one from the 
othe^, as not to be reconciled, he refolved to releale 
the King upon fuch Terms as could be had. Accord- 
ingly the Treaty was concluded and figned, on the 
14th oi January at Madrid, by which Peace and Amity 
feemingly was eftablilhed between (Carles the Vth and 
Francis the Id. The chief Articles of which were, 

*' That the King of France Ihould marry Queen 
*' EkanQra, the Emperor's Sifter, and have with her 

" 200,000 Crowns in Gold. That he fhould be fct 

" at Liberty on the loth of Marcb^ and then deliver 

** his two Sons as Hoftages That he fliould 

*' rcfign to the Emperor the Dutchy of Burgundy in 

** full Sovereignty. — That he Ihould give up the 

" Homage the Emperor owed for Flanders and Ar- 
" tots. — That he Ihould renounce all Claim to Naples.^ 

;* Milan, Afii, Tmrnayy Lijle, He/din, Sec. That he 

*' Ihould endeavour to perfuade Henry d" Albert to re- 
*' fign the Kingdom of Navarre to the Emperor, or at 
*' leaft Ihould give him no Alfiftance. — That within 
'* 40 Days he Ihould reftore the Duke of Bourh6n, 
** and all his Party to their Eftates. — That he fhould 
*' reftore Pbilbert de Chalons, Prince of Orange, and 
*' Michael Antonio de Saluzze to their Principality.— 
** That he Ihould give no fort of Affiftance to the 
*' Duke of Guelders, and, after that Prince's Death, 

« ufe 
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•• life his beft Endeavours to caufe his Towns to fall 
•* into the Emperor's Hands. — That he ftiould pay the 
•* King of England 500,000 Crowns which the Em- 
** pcror owed him. — That, when the Emperor Ihould 
** go to Itafyt to receive the Imperial Crown, he 
*' ftiouJd fend him 12 Gallies, four lai^e Ships, and 
** a Land Army, or 200,000 Crowns inftead of the 

** Army. Laftly, he promifed, upon the Word and 

** Honour of a Prince, to execute all thefc Articles, or 
^ to return Prifoner into Spain within fix Months."

Oxfoid, lated in their Schools, which from Aigu- 
ments ended in Blows, and the latter, be- 
ing forely beaten, were glad to take Shelter within 
the Walls of their College. However, the Benedic- 
tines did not remain long in Poflefnon of their Vidtory, 
before they were profccuted in the Vice-chancellor's 
Court, and fined -, Treatment which fo provoked them, 
that, by the Perfuafion of Alderman Haines, fome time 
before Mayor, whofeHoufe fomeSchoIars had fired, they 
refolved to kill the Proftors. Accordingly they met at 
Haines's Houfc in the City, and, when the Proitors 
were going their Rounds in the Night, they ifliied out 
and fell upon them ; but were defeated in their Defign, 
thro' the ftout Defence the Proiftors made ; and the 
" Citizens, hearing the Swords clafh, got out of their 
Beds, run to their Afllftance, difperfed the Rioters, and 
then condufted the Prodors to a Place of Safety. 

The next Morning three of them were apprehend- 
ed with the Alderman, and imprifoned, as well for 
this as another Ofi"cnce of the like Nature, The Al- 
derman, according to the Sentence pafled againfthim, 
was baniflied t!ie City, but, upon exprefling hearty 
Borrow and Repentance, he was permitted to return.

Although the Fomenters of the Tumults, we 
have laft mentioned, were treated by the Univerfity 
with the utmoft Lenity, feme' turbulent Spirits, 
among the Citizens of Oxford, attempted agairi 
to difturb its Repofe, on a Suppofition that the 
Charter, procured by Wolfej^ was become obfolete, 
which they did as before by firft afiaulting the Scho- 
lars in the publick Streets, wherein one was tilled 
after a ftout Refiftancc. Upon this and other Trou- 
bles that enfued, the UnivCTfity fent a fpecial Mef- 
ienger to lay before the Cardinal, their conftant and 
generous Patron, the State of the Cafe. Upon this, 
the Charter we fpoke of in our Illd Vol. p. 1 47, was 
ordered more fi:rii5tly to be put in Execution, which 
had a good Effeft, a brief Extrafl: of which we have 
here introduced.*

' ' ment, in order to enter upon A^on, tho* 
he was in the fame Perplexity in common with 
all the Emperor's Generals, who did not want T.ip(^s, 
but the Sinews of War to ena)ur!$e his McHi wh^ 
was very furprifing, confidering' the Emperor begun 
now yearly to draw raft Sums of Money from the 
JVeft-hdies. Soon after Beurhsn tl»k the Field, he 
formed to himfelf a bold Undertakiiig ; to execute 
which he began his March JiJBHtfry the nth ; but;" be- 
fore he could arrive at the Place pcopofed, he had a 
Number of Rivers . to pafs, ■ fcvetal Towns of the 
Enemies in his Way, and Reafqn to apprehend 
the Confederates would be clofe at his Heels ; yet 
thefe Difficulties did not difcourage him from 'pror 
ceeding, after leaving the Care of the Milanefe to j^ 
thovf de Leyva. As he marched on he rewarded his 
Soldiers with the Plunder of feveral fmall Towns, 
to keep them from mutinying for want of Pay, and 
proniifcd better Booty by and by; yet he took care 
to conceal from them his real Intention, whicjh was 
to tahe the City of Rome. However, as fooh as they 
were got beyond Florence^ they bc^ to diltover 
whither he was bending his March, which tWs fo 
plealing, that the Soldiers looked upon all their paft 
Fatigues as nothing. 

In the mean time the Pope, perceiving the Duke 
of Bourbon to continue his March with great Ea^e- 
dition, concluded a Truce with the Vice-roy of ffa- 
fles fijr eight Months, and had engaged him to write 
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to the Duke to halt : But, if he rincerely performed his 
Uadertaking, it had no £fFe£t ; fur Boureen continued 
his Rout, notwithftanding the concluding the TriSce* 
till )ie came before yiterh, which he foon made him- 
felf Mafter of. 

On the 25th of Mtf he encamped in the Mea- 
dows nor Romf J and then (ent a Trumpet to demand 
a Billage through that City, ^ that he might proceed 
to the Kingdom of Naples ; and his Demand being 
rcfuied, the Night following was fpcnt in confulcing 
where to ^ve the Aflkult, and in making fcaling 
Ladden for fix Men to mount a>breaft. The Inv 
perial Army, according to the beft Computation, con- 
fitted of 30,000 6ghting Men, compofed of Germans^ 
Italians^ and Spaniards. The nexi Morning, by Brcak- 
of-day, the Army was drawn out to give the Aflault, 
and fo eager were the Soldiers, that they prefTed for the 
Signal, which once given, they run on as if nothing 
Jiad ftood in their Way 1 nor were the Defendants Jefe 
refolute on their Fart} fb that a bloody Combat enfued, 
and Heaps fell on both Sides. In the Heat of the 
A&ion die brave Duke, as he was 
leaning on a Ladder againft the Wall, Z'P'^i^'

to encourage his Men, received a Shot ragt aMjDaub. 
from a Mufquet, which wounded him 
'in his Thigh, and laid him on the Ground ; who, find- 
ing himfclf grow feint, ordered a Gafcegne Captain to 
carry him to the Camp, and cover him with a Night- 
gown, for fear his People, being frighted at his 
Death, Ihould quit the Aflault ; and he was no 
Iboner got to the Camp but he expired, being but 
38 Years of Age, without leaving any Ifiue. 

The Death of the Duke did not clofe the Fury 
of the Aflault, which was vigorou/ly carried on, and 
die Suburbs entered, when the Pope with 17 Cardi- 
dinais, and the Englijh, French^ and Fkrentine Am- 
bafladors fled to the Caftle of St. jbtgelo^ Rsnfo de 
Cert following them with 500 Men out of the Gar- 

rifon. 
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iifon. After a conOderable Slaughter and n^uth Pil- 
laging the Soldiers refrcfhed themfelvcs, but the 
Prince of Orange, on whom the Command devolved, 
beat to Arms, and» driving the Guards from the 
Bridges, broke into the City. , In both of the At- 
■ ' tacks 5000 of the Defendants were re- 

AiiJ. ported to have been killed, and the whole 

City plundered, without fparing Churches, 

■ Monafteries, or Churchmen, which lafted for fcven 
Days. ** This was the Confequence, (ay the Spaniflt 
" Writers, qi Clement theVIIIth's ambitious Practices, 
" which happened without the Confent or Knowledge 
" of the Emperor." 

Rome being thus reduced the Caftle of St. jlngelo 
was befieged, where the Pope held out fome Days, 
before he would give Ear to any Agreement, ex- 
pecting the Duke of Ur.hino would come to his Rc- 

' jicf, which accordingly he did, and the In^malsfts 
marched out as readily to give him Battle. A Letter 
writ from Rome at that Time feys, " The Duke of 
■^ Urbino was utterly routed;" but Peter Mefiia and 
other Authors fay, " That there was no Battle fought, 
" but the Duke, having continued fome Days with- 
*' in fix or fcveii Miles of Rome-, and finding no Dif- 
** order in the Imperial Army, as, he had expeftcd, 
** marched away and retired into the Milanefct 
■*' where he employed Part of his Forces in taking 
*' the beft Precaution he could, to prevent Cencordia 
" from being furprized by another Part of the En»- 
" peror's Forces." 

. As foon as the Duke of Urbtno was gone the Tin- 
ferialifts returned into the City, where they found the 
Citizens with 8000 Men in Arms, in order to at 
flit the confederate Army in driving the Emperor's 
Forces from Rome ■, but tnefe were eafily routed. The 
Pope then, feeing no hopes left, obtained an Inter- 
view with Lanoy, the Vice-roy oi Naples, who was come 
iiiso thofe Parts, and, after muchDebate, they agreet}, 
" That 
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** TJiat the Pope lliould pay 400,000 Du- jj, p^ 
" cats for the Ranfom of thofe that were M'' " 
" in the Caftle," which he delivered up im- ^""fi"*! 
mediately, and alfo put into the Hands of the Itt^t' 
rialifiSy the two lPonKi!Ces of Civita yeccbta^ andOfirra 
with its Ports, befides the Cities of Placentia, Parma, 
and Reggie. This done Ferdinand de Jlarcan was left 
in the Caftle of St. Angela, to fecure the Pope till a 
Meflengcr arrived from the Emperor. 

This News being brought to Florence ^""'7'" 
the People mutinied, crying out, Liberty ! '''°"""=«- 
and turned all the Family of the Medicis and their 
Adherents out of the City, declaring for the Empe- 
ror, who had received Advice of what had happened j 
and though the Succefs of his Forces could not but 
be plcafing to him, yet he outwardly fliewed, accord- 
ing to his iifual Way, much Concern for the Sacking of 
Rotne, the Imprifonment of the Pope, and the Death of 
the Duke of Bourbon. 

The Calamity thai attended Rome was fucceeded by 
thcPlague, and the Churches were Ihut up throughout 
Itdy, theContagion raging fo vehemently, that, to com- 
plete theMiferies of the Romans, 500 of themwere fwept 
ofFinaDayi thePopc's Palace with the Library and aU 
the Record were burnt, the Lois of which was irr*^ 
trjevable. 

Cbarlet dt Lamy, Vice-roy of Naples^ Lanoy 
died alfo of the Plague it Rome, fo that he p^^{/^' 
did not long furvive his Rival, the Duke of 
Bourbon; and Hugo de Mencada fucceeded him, which 
was no ways pleating to the Pope, on account of the 
Differences that formerly had been between them. 
In ConTideration of Lancy*s great Services, which 
the Emperor did not forget, he gave his Son a com 
fider^Dle Principality, which is enjoyed by one of 
that Family at this Time. 

It was remarked, that before the War broke out, 
which no Man imagined could have threatened Remff 
there appeared in that City a Maji, named JohnBaptifit

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not otherwife knoffn to any Body, than that hfe wa^ 
an Italiati, whofe Habit of Lift: was very penitential ■, 
for he wore only a loofe GM-ment of Sackcloth next 
his Skin, went bare-fboted, fed poorly, and lay on the 
Ground. This Man, for fome Time, ran about the 
Streets of AoffwDay and Night, caUing upon the Fcople 
to amend their Lives, For the Wrath of Gad ((aid 
he) was coming upon that City. This he repeat- 
ed in all Places, which at laft gave fo much Offence, 
that he was call into Prilbn i but to no Purpofc \ 
for, as foon as he got his Liberty, he continued in 
the fame Tone, till the City was taken and plundered. 
The King of France was greatly concerned at tJie 
taking of the Pope -, but, when he heard of the Deadi 
of the Duke of Bcunhoti, it abated hisGrief, vi^m tfw 
Parliament oi Paris, on the 27th t^Jufy, declared guilty 
of High Treafon, conBfcated his Eftate, ^a\d oidocd 
his Arms to be erased out in all Places. 
teyvAtfe- Whilft Rome was thus brought to Pe- 
ftaiiDuic nance, Anthony dt Leyv* was not idle in the 
IS/. Milanefe ; for, underftanding that Duke 
Sforza^ with his own and Ibme fenetiofi 
Troops, intended to poffefs himfclf of Maiignano, 
which is but ten Miles from Milen^ he marched out, 
with what Troops he could mufter, for that Place \ 
which the Duke perceiving, he quitted his Defign. 
After this Leyva, having had tntelligence, that James 
de Medicis lay at Cafal, twel^ Miles from MHan, he 
marched with fo much Secrecy, that he fiirprizcd him 
at Break-of-day, ftormed the Place, and took or 
killed moft ohis Men, and dien returned to Afiiw. 

The News of the Pope's Captivity made thitFrmch 
more vigorous to fupporl their Intereft in Italy than 
TOirFrench before, and for that Purpofe Francis .raadt 
tnd Veni - a new Treaty _with the FenetianSt wherein 
tians eitir was ftipulated, " That each of the con^ 
'hle^7jt' " '^'^^'^".S Parties ftiould bring 10,000 
fi/E^j^e- " Men into the Field, and raife tb,(XJO 
rar. ■ *' SwitztTs at chcit common Charge.*' 

The 
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The VetutfaKS defired nothing more than to be fup- 
pcmed by France, fince they dreaded, that the Army 
which had kicked Rome would be employed againft 
diem ; and very likely thatwould have been the Cafe, 
if Mffncaia, who commanded in NapUs ppon La' 
fwjf's Death, had exerted all his StrengSi, flnce the Ve- 
tutiansw^e the only Enemies the Etr^ror had to fear 
in Itafy. But, happily for them, the Imperial Troops 
was irfioUy intent upon the Plunder of Rome, without 
a Thoi^rt of any other Undertaking i befides, the 
Fl;^iie had carried off two Thirds of the Soldiers } and 
thcRemainder leavingi^MW had difperied themfelves in 
the Country. After which, having facked two Towns, 
and extorted M<mey from Spelete, the Germans parted 
fiY>m l^SpaniardSy and wirat remained returned toReme. 
This Difordet in the Army, which ill obeyed the 
Prince of OiWg'/jtbeirGeneral, cauled them tonegleft 
the improving their Viftory iar the Emperor's Ad- 
vantage, and gave Francis Time to fend Troops into 
thofe ParK. 

This Prince gave the Command of the ?J* French 
Army to Marlhal Lautrec, who as foon as fi-^^'^^- 
he arrived was declared General to the j^'"" 
League \ and the MorqiHG of Saluzz» ac the 
Head of the Italians, according to the Directions he 
had received, immediately joined him, as did tikewire 
the Switzirs foon after. 

During thefe different Tran(ad:ions Do- Geao^ rtik- 
ria (who had quitted the Pope's Service, p^n"^ g^. 
■entered into that of the French, and took •vtrnmm. 
upon himfelf the Command of their Gal- 
lies, to which he had joined eig^t of his own) found 
an C^jportunity of reducing the City of Genoa undar 
the Frwrci King's Obedience. 

The Msfhal, as loon as he had affembled his whole 

Army, which confifted erf" 25,000 Men, proceeded 

to Acti<Mi, and took jilexan^a and Pavia. Upon 

tiiis Sfffrsa and ^Fttttliatis recovered their palled Spi-.

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rit3, and,, as the Emperor had but few Forces In die 
'Affiii«f/tf,theyearneftiy prefledZrfW/r/f tobcficgeAGZaB; 
which he retufed, having before received pofitivcOrders 
to march towards iV«^iIfj, and accordingly fet out ; how- 
ever he proceeded with fuch Slowncfs and unneceflary 
Delays, that it was evident he had private Direftions 
not to make too muchhafte : And, it muft be acknow- 
ledged, this was the Time Francis expcfted the Em- 
Eeror's tin^l Anfwer to fome FropoGtions that had 
een made tp him for putting an End to the War. 
Lautrec in his March made a confiderable Stay at 
Parma 4nd Placmtia, which had opened their Gates 
to him ; and whilfthe was there the Duke of ferrara 
declared for iriJBff, upon two Confiderations, i. That 
Lautrec could eaflly have ravaged his Country in his 
lyiarch. 2. Francis offered to give to Hercules, the 
Duke's Son, Rene^ of France-, fecond Daughter of 
Jjewis XII. in Marriage. 

The Duke of Mantua, prefently after, followed ibs. 
Duke of Ferrara\ Example, but, as the Winter was 
now far advanced, Lautrec took up his Quarters, for 
that Seafon, in the Bolegtiefe.

■S*7- Time on his Journey, by reafon of the 
Badnefe of the Weather, and the Emprefs's being with 
Child : But at length he arrived at Falladelid, with his 
whole Court, on the 14th of January^ though the 
Floods were fp prodigious in the Reads from jbtda- 
lufia to Old Cajlik, that the like had not been fccn in 
Spain within the Memory of Man. 

On Tuefday^ the 2 1 ft Day of May, \h.t Emprefi was 
delivered of a Son at Valladolid, afterwards famous by 
the Name o^ Philip the Ud, King oi Spain. The Empe- 
ror, when the Infant was brought to him, faid, God .

you are te inherit : And then went on foot, thou^ it 
rained, to St. PauTs Church, to give Thanks to the 
Almighty. 

Againft the 5th of June, when the Prince was to 
be baptized, there was a Gallery built, reaching, from ■ 
the Stairs-foot of the Houfe where the Emprefs 
lay, to the High Altar of St. Patd's- Church, and 
molt richly adorned with Flowers, Trees, Piftures, 
Plate, and ievcral triumphal Arches, in which were 
Concerts of Mufick. All the Nobility then at Court 
attended the Chriftening of the young Infant, as did 
alfo Eleanor, Queen of France -, the Ceremony of 
which was performed by the Archbifhop of 'Toledo, af- 
fift«i by the Bilhops of 0/ma and Placenlia. After 
this was ended, one of the Kings at Arms proclaim- 
ed his Titles to the People in this Manner ; Hear! 
Hear ! Hear ! Philip, kf the Grace ef God, Prince 
fl/Caftlle, G?f. On the Thurfday following there was 
a Sport ufed in Sptin by the Gentry, rcprefenting a 
Sltirmifti with Lances inftead of Spears, all richly 
accoutered, well mounted, and in bright Armour j 
and a Bull-feaft, in which fcveral of thefe Cattle were 
killed. 

When the Emprefs was churched the publick Re- 
joycings were renewed ; but foon after, Valladolid and 
the Country about growing fickly, the Court removed 
to Placenlia, where we Ihall for the prcftnc leave 
them with only obfcrving, that before the Emperor 
quitted Valladolid, he was pleafed to return an Anfwer 
to the Propofal that had been made by King Fronds 
to Lanoy, the late Vicc-roy of Naples, when he at- 
tended him in France -, in which he declared, '* That 
*' he accepted of the Offers the French King had made 
" to his Minifterj" tho' couched in fuch Terms, as 
.the Spanijh Writers fay, that Ihewed Francis rather 
gave than received Laws from Charles, and ieemed 
much to endeavour at obviating all pofiible Cavils-, 

for. 
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for, as to moft other Matters that were depending 
between them, he was willing to ftand to the King 
of EnglantPi Determination; which, as Rapin infinu- 
ates, was the Suae Thing as to depart fit)m his De- 
mands : But the Point Klating to the reftoring tlic 
Duke of Milan he could not bear the Thoi^ts of. 
However, the Spant/b Writers affirm, " That, if 
** that had been the only Obftacle to Peace, die 
" Emperor would have foon removed it, fince he 
" had before fixed on a VAy to come <rfF with 
" Honour, by caufing Sforza, Duke of Mila», to be 
** declared innocent, in the Manna- he hod propofed 
*' to the Pope." 

The Emperor's Anlwer would have been highly 
acceptable to FranciSy had it come foon after his Cwi- 
ference with Lomj ■, and it was thought a general Peace 
would have enfued. But the Face of Affairs in a fluxt 
time very much altcrwd ; for the King of Frmte had 
now fully gained our King to his Incereft } and the 
Emperor's Forces having taken Rome., it was greatly 
feared, he would foon become Mailer of at! //tf/f, if 
fome Courfe w^ not taken to prevent it. Therefore 
Francis, inftcad of accepting what theEmpcror offered, 
made the following Demands, 

Eirfit '* That Sferza ftiould be rcftorcd to the 
** Dutchyof JVfl^. 

Secondly, " That his Sons ihould be delivered be- 
" fore he recalled his Forces from Jtafy, which was 
*' one of the Condidons the Emperor had infifted 
" upon. 

Thirdfy, " That if the Emperor would CMnply with 
" his Demands he would dejxrfit 300,000 Ducats in 
" the King of England^ Hands, for the S«:uriqr of 
" what was incumbent upon him to do." 

The Emperor di&gteeing to thefc replied, " That, 

" if the King of France would perform what wsa 

" cxpeded from him, he would on his Part make the 

" « like 
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•" Ukc Dcpofit into the fame King's Hands, as a 
** Fledge, That the Hoftages fhould be reftored on 
** tlK Conclufion of the Peace." 

This not being approved of. War was the only

Thefc Treaties were approved and confirmed by 
the great Men of the two Kingdoms, whole Names 
are inferred in the Articles, under Forfeiture of all 
their Goods, and by the Parliaments of /T«a«, as well 
as the Courts of JulHce in England.

Though thefe Letters arc full of Refpefl: for 
ihc Cardinal, yet it is plain, that his Eminency by 
no Means approved of the Kirk's marrying this 
Lady \ and that her fubfequent Behaviour to Wolfey., 
at Grafton In Nertban^tanjbire, gives us Ground 
CO believe, the Frofpet^ of fbaring in the Glories 
of a Throne, with one of the grcateft Monarchs

" of his Defires ; fo that the Separation from the Bed 
" of Catherine-, which was but coldly followed, upon

" in the Heat of Concupifcence." The Author of 
the Church Hiftory^ tells us, " That Queen Caiherin^s 
*' Years added to her Temper, which was naturally ,

" it was not in his Power to conceal his Love fo

** moft. That all this Frocefs was moved by the 
•* unfeen S{»ing of that fecret AiFcftion ; for his

** Amui Bullefn'& Wit and Behaviour had charmed 
" the King to the utmoft Excefs, there being no 
** Perfeftion of a worldly Kind but what, he

When IVelfey arrived at Calais, he OK!erci a Mart to 
be kept at that Town in Imitation of that at^ftwrp.-f 
Soon after he returned Home, and was moft kindly re- 
ceived by his Majefty, who in a little while not only 
wrote a Letter with his own Hand to the Cardinal, ac- 
knowledging the great Service he had done both him 
and his Country, but, to Ihew his further Satisfaction 
witli what the Cardinal had accomplilhed in his Am- 
bafly, was pleafed to appoint a pubhck Thanklgiv- 
ing i and, that it might be celebt^ited with the more

at Temple-bar by the Lord Mayor, Recorder, CouiX 
of Aldermen, and Common Councilof the City of jtw- 
don ; and, as the King and his Queen, with the No- 
bility and Gentry paffed, the People all the Way 
teftificd their Affedion by loud Acclamations of Joy; 
The Cardinal himfelf fung the High Mafs, affiftcd

happy CcffidtQon. " 

But, ififtead of fetiing the Pope inwiwdi*«rfy at Li* 
beny, as the Empeaw had promifed tair King,, he wa 
coHtriviog h^w he might with a tol^iable Giaca txnt^ 
vey hinft ittfo Spain, in ord»- eo make a better 
Bargain with him, th«w. he could do. iB..&bi^.. Of thit 
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Cardinal Wolfey informed the King by a Letter of the 
a9th of Jutft by which it appears, that, notwith- 
iVanding the Emperor's pretended Moderation, he- 
was very fond of having a Pope Prifoner in Spain^ as 
juft before he had had a King. 

It is certain his Majefty's Inftances in' the Pope's 
Behalf greatly embarrafled the Emperor ; and as the 
Kings of England and France jointly laboured to ob* 
tain the Pope's Liberty, he faw plainly that this N^o-' 
nation tended to unite them more and more,- which' 
muft confequcndy break all his Meafures- in refpeft' 
to his Affairs in Italy \ therefore he tried to divide' 
ihem, and one of His Expedients was, to propofe to, 
Cardinal Wolfey (for now he thought proper to cor- 
rcfpond with him again) a Marriage between th^Duke 
of Ricimwid^ ■ the King's natural Son, and Ifabella^ 
Princefs of Portugal^ with whom he offered in Dowef 
the Dutchy of Milan, in Prejudice of the lawful 
Heir, Djike Sfarea : But this Bait would riot take* 
for the Cardinal advifed the King againft it. How- 
ever, as it was. thought proper to keep fome (hew of 
a Correfpondence, the Propofal was received. Ano- 
ther Way was to endeavour to gain upon' Woh 
fy, by Bering him a large Sum befides his Pen- 
im- ; but the Cardinal was nbt to be Imbed, nor 
do we find 6ne Inftance .of his betraying his 
Matter to ferve his ownlnttftil; nay, Rapin, finds 
himfclf obliged to confefs, that the EmperOf failed 
ia Jtis Application with refpeft to bribing ^'^,' but 
gives it this Turn, according to his umai Candour, 
" That ftjT once he (meaning the EmperorJ could 
" not fucceed j but whether JVolfey was now tdo for 
•* ctigaged, or was bent to be revenged of the Em- 
f* pcroiv who had twice deceived lum % or whether 
■^ the Bufinefe of the Divorce was now refolvedoli, 
, 1* in which Cafe it was not poffible for them to pro- 
?* mifc to. dpoufe -the Emperor^s. Interefts, I caonot 
*? take upon myfelf to fay.

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Be that as it was, the Emperor, feeing the ill Ef- 
fect of the Pope's Captivity, dilpatched the General 
of the Order of 5/. Francis to the Vice-roy of Naples^ 
with Orders to relcafe him ; but the General, finding 
the Vice-roy dead, delivered the Inftruftions to Hugo 
de Moncada \ the Purport of which was in general. 
That his Holinefs ftiould be bound to pay the Ar- 
rears due to the Army, and give Security to forfakc 
the League : But, as it was not eafy for the Pope to find 
either Pledges or Money, the Affair having been fo 
prolonged, in the mean while he follicited Lautrec^ 
by private Meffages, to approach Rome, m order to 
racilitate his Deliverance : And, though Lautrec Iiad 
pofitive Orders not to make too much Hafte, his 
March was of good Service to the Pope ; for Mon- 
cada, feeing the Kingdom of Naples was about to be 
invaded, and that it was not poffible to lead thither 
the Imperial Army, which was at Rome, without giv- 
ing them Money, on the 2d of Oilobevy concluded a 
Treaw with the Pope to this Effect : 

** That the Pope ftiould not oppofe The Emperor's 
" the Emperor in the Affairs of Naples General ,-00- 
« or Milan : That he ftiould grant to the ''•"'" f '^l''"- 
*' t-mperor a Lruzade m cpatn^ and a p,^, 
*' loth in the reft of his Dominions : That 
** the Emperor ftiould keep Civita Vecchia, Qfiriay 
" Ciiia, Cajlellana, and the Caftle of Furli: That 
*' he ftiould pay down to the German Troops 
" 60,000 Ducats, and 35,000 to the ^pawirtir: That 
*' in a Formight after he ftiould pay them 350,000 
" more : That, until the firft Payments were made, 
'* he ftiould be conduced to feme fafe Place out of 
*' Rome, and give Hoftages." 

The Treaty being figned, and two Cardinals deli-, 
vered as Hoftages, it was agreed, That, on the loth 
tX December, the Pope ftiould be taken out of the 
Caftle of St. Angela, and conduced to a Place appoint-. 
£d : But, as he was afraid of a longer Confinement,

When Lmtnc heard ihe Pope Was af Li|)e;ty^ ijc 
reftored to him the Cjty of Pazmay and marched ^ 
Bologna^ where he ftaid three WtXKs, expeftii;^ fre(h 
Ofders from the JCing his Maft«r. Some P»ys ^ftsr ^ 
received a Letter from the Pope, acknpwkdginghirnfejf 
indebted to him for bis Liberty, and intimating, jhai^ 
bping/ercifi to grant the Itnpmalifii whatever th?y rCr 
quired, he did not think hJmfelf obliged tp pcrfprpj 
his Engagements. 

We here fee, in the Compafi of three Ypars Tigi9» 
two Kings and a Pope were taken Prifoners bv «\? 
Emperors Forces : But neither the King of Frsngt 
nor the Pope thoyght themfelves ijnder any 0bli^- 
fion to perform the hard Conditions they were obliged 
to fiibmit to, in order to get rid of their Csppvlty. 

For Varillas fays exprcfly 3S to the Treaty fignesj 
by King Francis, when he was a Prifonpr ^t ^>^dri4i 
*' No body there imagined, that fuch 3n unrfia' 
** fonabie Convention ought to have been Ptecpfc 
" ed i and the Spaniards, who had no Share in (he 
•' Adminiftration, had no fooner hear^ of it, but they 
" pubiiihed, though laJfly, that the ^mivgs^ iyh» 
" feconded it, had fuffered themfelves to be fornjpted 
*' with Money : The Chancellor GqUiuara conJfentJy 
*' refufed to fcalir, and, when theEmpergr, ^fier hav^ 
** ing to no purpofe ufed Perfuafions and Intrg^cjes witlj 
*' him,fiew into a Paffion, and conimanded him pgxr 
" ptdite the Infi:rument, he anfwcred, "Tk^ ^n bQt^Ji

ThS Ketts of^the Pope's Efcape was Great Reja^

^Aof >». 152?, Cardina] ^e/^O' repair- SfiS, 
id iii eheat State to 5A Paul's, to return *«■«»(« 
God Thanks for his Holinefs's Delive- 
tUttiiX from his" Captivity. On this Occafitwi the Caf- 
ditial" landed at Btack-fryarsy between eight and nine iti 
tti^Nforningi attended by leveral Noblemen and Gen- 
ife^en, where he was met by the Ambaffadors of the 
To^r th€ Prmch King, of Venice, of Florenci, and o^ 
^IdfT-y from thence' tjiis grand Company proceetled on 
Hoife-back to Si. Pouts, at the Door wheieof they 
ifffere met by the Officers at Arms, and four of the 
Prebends, who received the Cardinal under a Canopy 
of Gokl Cloth, in which manner he proceeded into the 
thtffCh, having the Pope's Ambaflador on the right 
Hdnd» and the French Ambaffador on the left, till he 
came to- the Arches, where was prepared a Place with 
CtiJhipris and Carpets : Here the CarcHnal kneeled, 
andthe Biihopsof ZW(J«, hath^ handaff, the Priors 
of WefiTmvJfer^ and 5/. Sa-vicurs, the Abbots of Straf- 
ferd' and Tow^-bill, with ethers to ilie Amount of ■ 
i6Mitres, inProcelTioiimechim, From hence the Car- 
dinal brocefcded up to the High Altar, where he perform- 
ed his Devotions : Then, with the other Pr;]ates^ 
KobleS, and the whoje Choir of Si. Paul's^ ?.nd that 
belonging to himfclf, in rich Copes, went in the fame 
Order round the Church, the Officers at Arms at- 
tending ^ next after them the Ambafiadors, then the 
iJord'Mayor, Recorder^ Aldermen and Livery of Lon- 
U 2 den. 
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don. The Proceflion being over the Mafs of the H^ 
Trinity was fung by the Bi (hop of Londm, the Prior q£ 
St. Mary Spiftal, Gofpeller, the Prior o^Cbrtft Church, 
Epiftokr. Mais being ended the Cardinal with 
his Atcendents went to the Choir-door, where Dr. 
Cdpan declared to the People the great Calamity that 
our Mother the Holy Church had fuflained, as well 
through the Lutheran Seft, as by the irreverent 
Treatment his Holinefs had met with in the foirowfijl 
Deftruiftion of Rome and his Imprifonment } but that, 
by the Help of God, he had happily elcaped their 
Hands : Wherefore the Lord Legate's Grace, by the 
King's Commandment, caufed this noble Afferhbly to 
meet, in order to return Thanks to God Almighty, 
and the whole Company of Heaven, for fo great a 
Reftoration. The Doftor having done fpeaking, the 
Cardinal ^ve his Bcnediftion to all the People, where- 
at there was a great Shout. From hence the Cardinal 
again returned to the Altar, where he fung Te Deumy 
which was commonly fung by the King's Trum-' 
pets, &c. as well Englijh as Venetians. After the Ce- 
remony was ended the Cardinal returned to his Palace 
to Dinner, attended by the Ambafladors and othe'r great 
Men ; and the whole Proceflion was concluded without 
the leaft Diforder.

Frwice fro- given very great DifTatisfaftion to the 
claim fVar Kings of England and France, they, the 
a^aiafl the beginning of this Year, fent to their rc- 
'"}»<"'■ fpcftive Ambafladors to quit the Impe- 

rial Court i and, as they were eager in the Purfuit of ■ 
their Projeifts, on the 21ft of 7»^, 1528, their Am- 
bafladors in Spain defired the Emperor's Leave to re- 
tire i and the next Day Clarencteux and Guienne, He- 
ralds, the one of England and the other of France, ar- 
rived there, when they demanded an Audience of the ' 
Emperor, which was granted, and his Imperial Ma- 
jefty with great Solsmnity was feated on his Throne, 

attended 
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aoended by all his Grandfcs : Then the Heralds, 
after they had imparted the Caufe of their coining to 
the Emperor's Court, concluded their Harwgue with 
proclaiming "War in the Name of their Mafters. Charles 
anfwered each particularly, but in a very different Man- 
ner ; in fpeaking to the Englijb Herald he made ufe 
of civil and honourable Terms, denoting that he was 
not at all pleafed at having tht King his Mailer for 
an Enemy, and complaining that Henry had ufed him 
ill, in defigning to give him in Marriage a Princefi 
whom he lud purpofed to bailardize, fince he w» 
fueing to be divorced from the Queen j (concerning 
which Matter we ihall fpeak hereafter) nor did he 
fpare Cardinal H^olf^f as he could not carry his Point in 
corrupting him, he now charged him with being one 
of the principal Caufes of the intended Rupture. 

In his Anfwer to the French Herald he fpoke not 
with that Regard and Caution, telling him, '* I'hac 
*' his Mailer had done falHy and bafeiy, as he had 
" told the Ambafladois at Granada, bidding him know 
** of his Mafter,whether his Ambaflador had acquainted 
** him therewidi." After the Audience was over the 
French Herald attended his Mailer's Amballador, and 
related to him what pal&d ; upon this the AmbalTadar 
wrote a Letter to the Emperor, defiring his Imperial Ma- 
jefty to give him the Words in Writing under his Hand, 
which the Emperor accordingly did, and they were fent 
to the King of France, who was fo exafperated thereat,, 
that he fent his King at Arms back into Spain with an 
Anfwer, who, being introduced to his Imperial Majefty, 
delivered it into his Hands. This contained a written 
Challenge, wherein the King of France gave the Era-. 
peror the Lie, and demanded the Field of Battle to. 
fight him Hand to Hand. Then Guienne retired from 
the Emperor's Prefence -, but, returning again, he, 
before the Emperor's Face, delivered another Writ- 
ing to his Secretary, which contained a Vindication

The Herald Iwvirtg eXectited his Cdmmifffion, a

" ty for the Field of Batde.** ThcH the Enlpcrtir 
replied, " He wcwild not reftiferhc' Combat, bttf it 
** belonged not to the King cif fraKcew prefrribt 
" him Laws ; and therefore he wouH lend an' Am 
** fwer by his own King at Arms." This ftidi- He 
difmiffed Guienne, who Was (afcly concfufted back 65 
the Frontiers, and gencroufly treated, as he O-ffllea 
himfdf. 

The Emperori as ftxM as the Premh HisraJii was fit 
out for France, ordererf Burgundf, his' J&^ at jffntf, 
with all poffible Speed to repair to the ftefchc'c^ of 
King /tawoj, and deliver him a Writing, wheitiri he 
charged that King again with his Breach of faith, 
and appointed the Middle of die River, which' parts 
Spain and France, where the King' ■was' cxdianged 
fcr his two Sons, as the litttft Place for their Corn-; 
bat; the Weapons to be fixed, and Security oH btf tit" 
Sides given, when they were nearer' togeiiler; b^ 
fides this, Bur^ndy was charged with a Paper; in 
Anfwer to that delivered by Gmenm to his IfflpKrial'; 
IMajeily's Secretary, which he was" to delivtr to the' 
French Secretary, containing: both Juflifications and' 
Recriminations. Burgmtfy- wahed at Fattltertikia 58 ' 
Days for his. Safe-conduft, but, having received^ 
iti fet forwards and came to EftampeSy about 14- 
Leagues fimn Paris, on the' 2d of Septemhr, and vtak' 
tiiCTt' met hy Gaietinr, King at Arms, who told him,* 
'• TTic King was then abroad a hunting," and conduc- 
ed him towards' Paris, but would not fufFer him to go' 
thither tili rhegthof5i!p/jw^/r-, at laft he wasintroducr- 
cd to the- King, who would nor allow him" to fpeak or 
reari the Emperor's Anfwer, but ftUl prefTed for the 
Security 
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Spcurixy of the Copibjit, which Bia>g%n^ ©ffcred to jho- 
duce; however, hi3Majeftyrefijfed to hear what he had 
to fay, but left him, and, though ttie Herald endeavour- 
ed after that to obtain another Audience, the King 
dctiied it, ori which he leturned into Spain. Bur- 
guady having niade his Report before the Council of 
C^Ue, it was there refolved. That the Emperor had 
done as became a Prince and a Gentleman, and tbercp 
fore was not obliged to take any further Notice of the 
Challenge, fince the King of France h^ not ai^ed as 
became him, but refufcd to hear the King at Arms, 
who carried the Security he demanded, and^n Anfwer 
to all his Papers j and Copies of the whole Proceedings 
were fcnt by the Emperor, together with his Letters 
and the Refplutioo of the Counfil of OJlil^, to all the 
Grandees, Prelates, and Cities of Spain, to acquaint 
them with the Faimefi of his Majefty's Steps. 
' By what has been faid the Reader may judge which 
of them refufcd tJie Combat; however, they never met 
m Perfon on that Account, but left it to dieir Armies, 
who fought their Quarrel with the utmoft Bravery j 
and when each Side was tired thiey clapt up a Peace, 
a; will be fe«n in the Sequel. 

This Year the Emperor's Son, Philip, was fworn 
Heir of Qi^iie, and his other Son, Prince Jobjit died, 
which was a very great Grief to his Imperial Majefty. 
Hear kboripias Rapin^ upon what paficd in Spaia. 
" Hugo de Mondefa, the Emperor's Ambaflkdor at 
*'■ X.ondeBt hearing what had pafled in Spain-t woukl 
' " have retired, bui Cardinal^o^ told him, that Cla- 
" rendeux had exceeded his Inftrudtion In proclaiming 
" War againft the Emperor, and fliould be punifhed 
"at his Return. Whereupon the Ambaflatlor fent an 
" Exprefc to inform the Emperor, what the Cardinal 
" iaid i Garencifutfj who was ftill in Spain, furprized 
** he Ibould be made accountable for what he had 
" exprefe Orders, demanded and obtained an authen- 
" lick Cppy Qf ihc Ambaflader's LetKr. Upon his 
" Arrival 
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'* Arrival in England he waited on the King at Hamp' 
** ton-court, before he fpokc with the Cardinal, and 
*' flicwed him the Letter, with three others, writ with 
** the Cardinal's own Hand, whereby he gave him 
" ea5>refs Orders to declare War againft the Empe- 
*' ror. Henry, aftonifhed at his Minifter's Prcfumption, 
** fell into a great Paffion with him before the whole 
*• Court ; nay, he would perhaps have intircly difgraccd 
*' him, had he not been withheld by the Confideration 
" of the AtFair of the Divorce, where he could not 
" proceed without him : He made him, however, un- 
** dei^o a terrible Mortification by caufing this Affair 
** to be examined in Council, This Enquiry would 
" doubtlefs have proved fatal to the Minifter, if the 
" King had been pleafed to purfue it, but he was con- 
" tented with the Cardinal's Protcftadon, that he 
*' thought he had a£ted agreeable to his Majcfly's In- 
" tentions." 

Now, can we reafonably believe, that if fTolJ^ had 
givcji any fuch Direftions, without his i^lafter's exprcft 
Command, it would not have been a Charge againft 
him on his Difgrace ? But we do not find that to be 
the Cafe ; therefore it is to be prefumed, that what 
Hapin has related is a Fiftion of his own. 

Rapin in his next Paragraph obferves, " That the 
** Emperor's Anfwer to Clareneieux being made puh- 
" lick in £«^/fl»rf, by the AmbafTador's Means, Wolfey 
" was afraid it would caufe ill Effe<5b among the Peo- 
" pie, confidcring the Weaknefs of the Motive the 
*' King had for undertaking the War," * 

" for this Reafon Wolfy affembled in the Siar- 
" Chamber all the great Lords then in Court, to whom 
" he made a Speech, aggravating as much as poffible 
" the Injuries the King had received from the Empe- 
*' ror, and his Reafons to demand Satisfaction by 
** Arms i 

• Though he bsrore mfiftfd, • fon to take Part with Fraitef.' 
• That Ihe King had good Rea- See our Hid Vol. fol. 3Ji. 
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" Arms V bin, let hioi fay what he could, though 
" every one outwardly apprehended him, what the 
*' Emperor £ud to the Herald made deeper Impref- 
*' fion than all the Aigiunents t}ie Minifter could 
*' alledge. The People openly exclaimed agamft a 
" War, which was going to niin the Kingdom, * to 
" gratify the Favourite's PaCion. Nay, fome went 
*' further than Murmurs ; as the Trade in the Lffm 
*' Csuittries was interrupted by the Declaration ofWar, 
** and the Merchuits would buy no more Cloth than 
** they could vend, the Clothiers rife in Arms ; where- 
" upon the Cwdinai ordered the Merchants to buy 
" the Cloth as ufual, threading in Cafe of Refufal, 
** to buy them himfelf, and fell them to the Fo- 
** feigners : But they made a Jeft of this Threat, 
*' and continued obltinate, refolving not to render 
** themfelvcs liable to an inevitable Lo(s for his

" An Embaffy from the Govemefs of the Lim 
" Comtries to the King, whilft thefe Things were in 
*' A^tation, freed the Cardinal from his Embarraf- 
*' ment ; the AmbaHadors acquainting him, that, if 
** the King pleafcd to accept of a Truce, the Gover- 
*' nefi would readily agree to it. This Overture be- 
** ing debated in Council, it was refolved, notwith- 
" ftanding the French Ambafiador*s Oppofition, to 
** agree to a Truce for eight Months, which was fign- 
** ed the 8th of yime."

'5^8. of the Eccie^aftical SttUt, fcen hiiftfttf drain- 
ed of his Treafure, and a Captive rtot haftily to be run- 
fomed; which was fulftcient to mak^ hitn feriouflyre- 
heift on his paft Conduft, ind take another Coiirie. 

The Ambafladors of England, Fyaficei and Velnice, 
as foon as they found him feoire at Orviktd, preiTed 
him to declare againft the Emperor ; but he, having 
learnt by fad Experience, that he had been the Diipe 
of his Allies, was refolved to be no longer guided %•' 
their mterefted Councils, and told thcHii '* That his 
" joining in the League would draw upon him frefh 
" Mtfchiefe, without procuring them Any Advantage: 
" liiat it was neceflaiy, for the Benefit of Omften- 
*' dom, there fhould be a Mediator to procure Peace ; 
*' ai;d that was all he could do in the State he wasire- 
*' duced to." Nevcrthlefs he intimated, " That he 
" might take other Mcafures, if jtfl«/rfc prevailed on 
'* the Emperor's Troops to abandon Rome." And 
this indeed was his fole Aim. 

Now Lautrec begun lo aft again •, 
oii/irNaplcs. f*^"" he departed from Bologna the 9th of 
Jan. and took the Road to Napks, hav- 
ing firft fent Prince Vaftdement to the Pope to prefs 
him to declare \ but dement found Means to ex- 
cufe himfelf, without giving him a pofmve Denial j 
bccaufe, feeing all Europe in Morion, he waswillibg 
to wait the Event of the War, before he declared on 
either Side, which obliged him to ufe many Arti- 
fices not to difpleafe one Party more than the other.' 
If he had taken this Precaution at firft, he might have 
fold his Favours almoft at any Rate. Though Lau- 
trec could not get a direft Anfwer from the Pope 
he purfued Iiis March, and arrived on the Borders of 
the Kingdom of Naples the loth of Fehvary, be- 
ing longer on his Way than he had need, if he had 
been fupplied with Money j for the King of France

The taking this Capitol would have been a deci- 
sive Stroke, but the Viccrroy bad brought into the

trte to hold a Council of War, wherein it came to be 
Abated, Wbether the Frmch fliould block it up, or 
immediately ^tack the place ? The latter was refolved 
.on i and in the mean time Pbilippino Deria, Nephew 
to the famous Jndrevj Dorian undertook with his Gal- 
. X 2 lies 

Dgizc3u>Googlc 
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lies to block it up, by Sea, which made Lautree ap 
prehend he Ihould not be long before he ftarved the 
Garrifon out. 

Thefe Schemes were immediately put in EiKCuticHt, 
whereby the Befieged foon became in want of Ptorf- 
fions, which they could not obtwn unleft the Sea was 
open. Tu tStOt this the Vice-roy, underftanding 
J^eria began to be very remiis in his Charge, thought to 
have furprized him, and that he hadfbund a ^vourable 
Opportunity for it, which put him upon privately e- 
quipping aJl his Gallics, embarking himielf with the 
choiceft of his Garrifon, and lailing towards Doria. 

ButMarftial Lautree^ having been acquainted with diis 
Defign, timely apprized him of it, and fent him fome 
Troops. The Imerialifts found Doria well prepared s 
however, a bloody Battle enfued, the Neapvlitans were 
defeated, the Vice-roy killed, and thtf^larquis delVafia 
taken Prifoncr. 

ThisDefeat ftnickJVir^/« withfuch aConftemarion^ 
that the Prince of Orange had a great deaj' of Diffi- 
culty to keep up their Spirits ; for, by the Deadi of 
the Vice-roy, the Defence of the Place devolved upon 
him, who behaved himfelf with all poffible Courage 
and Conduft, frequently making brifk Sallies ; not- 
withftanding this he muft have funk. Scarcity and the 
Plague making great Havock in the Garrifon, if the 
Befiegers had been able to have continued the Block- 
ade ; bur their Condition was now worfe than the Be- 
fieged, for the Plague had got among them too, be- 
ing brought into the Camp by fome Rropie from 
J^lcs, which increafed te fuch a Degree, that, before 
the End of July, above 20,000 Soldiers were carried 
off, whereby there was not left above 4000 fight- 
ing Men ; and Lautree alfo was fcized with a conta- 
gious Difeafe, that made him uncapablc of giving the 
necefiary Orders for carrying on the Siege, which the 
Prince of Orange underftanding, he wearied the Be- 
fiegers 
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fiegeis with frequent Sallies, fo that at laft the Con- 
▼oya paffcd unmolefted into the Town. But what 
compleated the Overthraw of the Siege was the Trea- 
chery of Jndrem Doria, who, under Pretence of being

recalled his Nephew from before Naples, whereby the

Lautrec's Death was followed withraifing the Siege 
of Nc^Ui, and the Marquis of Saluzzo, to whom the 
Command of the Army devolved, retreated in good 
Ordef and retired to Averfa^ where he was befieged, 
beingiwounded with a Blow from a Stone that broke 
his Khees, which fo difcouraged the Soldiers, that they 
obliged him lo furrtnder on a difhonourable Capitula- 
tion i for the Marquis fubmltted to be a Prifoner of 
War ; but the Trench Officers and Soldiers had leave 
to go into France, upon leaving their Colours and 
Standards behind them : Terrible Terms for Men of 
real Blood ! The ftf//}, by one of the Articles, were 
to return Home : The Italiam, by anoriier Article, 
were obliged not to fetve againft the Emperor for 
fix Months ; and the Marqub was alfo to do all 
that lay in his B>wer ro oblige the Governors of 
df the Places, talan either by ^^.French or the Al- 
lies, to deliver them up, but moft of rfiem refiiied 
to fland to this Capinriation. 

I^af^les was tio £x)ner lofl: but Cenoa followed, Aa- 
^ew Dericti who was very powerful in that City, 
made it revolt. Marfhal Tbeedore Trivulca retired 
into the Caftle with fome Soldiers, but was obliged 
tb -furrender about the End of October for wmt of 
Provifions: Whereupon Zfer/iJ, puriuantBo his Agree- 
ment with the Emperor, reftored his Country to Li- 
berty, and eftablilhcd the Government, which jllb-' 
fills at this Day. Savena was alfo delrvered up diro' 
die Cowardice of Governor Moreta. 

The Frmch were no lefs unforcunate in the Mi-, 
lanefe, , for j^itony Lrfva furprized Pavia and other 

Places, 
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Races, but was 6bliged to raifc the Si^e of Ladt^ 
through the vigorous Refiftance of John Paul Sforza^ 
baftard Brother to the Duke of Milan. 

The Count of 5/. Pol^ being come up with a Rein- 
forcement from FrmcCy and joined by the Vene- 
tian Army, retook Pwvia^ and made himfelf Matter 
of Ceme ; and vith this the Campaign ended in the 
Mdanefe. 

" So fatal a War, fays Father Daniel^ the Advan- 
" tages and Difadvantagesof which were not yet great 
*' enough on either Side to fecure the Event, be- 
*' gun to lire both the Emperor and France^ and 
" make them hearken to peace^le Councils, which 
" Margaret of Aifiria gave the Emperor, her Ne-

" the King, her Son." Whereupon they both figni- 
fied their Inclinations to the Pope by their Envoys, in 
tile beginning of the following Year, 1529, and had 
this Effeifl, that the City of Cambray was pitched upon 
for the Conferences which were agreed to be nego- 
tiated by the above Princefs, and to begin at the End 
of May ; but, before thefe Ladies met, the War was 
carried on in Italy^ and j^ntberty Leyva attacked the 
Count of St. Pol in the Milanefe^ routed his Forces* 
and took him Prifoner. The Remainder of the French 
that were at Pavia, hearing the News, deferted in 
whole Companies, fo that there was fcarce any French 
left in the Milanefe j and thus ended this new Expedi- 
tion into Italy-, which, one would think, fliould have 
been a fufficient Memento to prevent them from fending 
Troops thither, that has generally proved fatal to them, 
^d not improperly called, The Grave cf the Frencb- 
mrn.

But there was no mention of the Venetians^ who 
■were Allies of France, fave that Francis undertook to 
■ require the Venetians to yield to the Emperor what 
they pt^eOcd in the Kingdom of Naples. This made 
a Venetian Nobjeman tell the Doge, That the City of 
Cambray was the Purgatory of the Venetians 1 alluding 
not only to this Treaty, but that which was formed 
t&tuin diem, as before mendoned. 

The Pope had before made his Peace With the Empe- 
ror, upon as advantageous Conditions as if that Prince 
had hil the worft of the Ww in Ital^ t And his Ho- 
linefs's Aim was not wily to be reftored to Florence^ 
but to other Places taken by the Venetians during hi) 
Captivity. But, whilft he was forming thefc Proiefiis,

„Cooi^lc 
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one of their Servants to the King of Fnmce, had been 
intercepted, complaining of the Princes hard Ulage, and 
imploring his Compaffion, toexchangethem for others 
of the Emperor'^ Subjefts. Then they were removed 
to Bcrlanga, and thence again to Ftckaza de la Sierra^ 
being always mmnt&ined at the Charge of the Ccui' 
ftable and bis Brother, for which, as the Spamfi 
Writers fay, neither the Emperor nor the King of 
France, ever made them any Satis6ftion. 

Upon the Treaty of Peace being fet on Foot, be- 
tween France and the Emperor, the King's Mother 
obtained a Pais for a Gentleman to vifit the Chil- 
dren, and fee what Condition they were in. This 
MefTenger, after a long Relaribn of his Journey, 
fays, ** He found the Princes in a Room that had 
'* but little Light, without any Hangings ; that 
*' they fat on Stone-feats made in the Wall, at a 
*' Window fecured within and without with ftrong 
" Iron Bars ; the Walls were eight Foot thick, and the 
" Window lb high they could Icarce fee the Sky j 
" that their Cloaths were very mean and old ; and 
" that they had forgot their French ; " befides men- 
tioning many other Circumftances to fhew how hardly 
they were uied. 

But, after the Peace was proclaimed, the Emprels, 
at the requeft of Queen Ekaner, ordered the French 
Servants to be reftored to the two Princes j that 
they Ihould be permitted the Liberty of the Tbwn ; 
caiifed them to be well cloathed, and their Lodging^ 
handfomejy furniflied. 

Tlie Marfhal de Montmorency, riien in high Sta- 
tion, was pitched upon to go and receive the two 
Princes and Queen Eleanor on the Frontiers of Spain j 
and, though he was at Bayonne by the loth of Marcbt 
1530, tht Ranfom was not paid, nor the Princes de- 
Uvered, till towards the End of Jane, *

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' Francis-, being advifed of their Ap- y- v 
proaching, went from SowrJifawv to meet i^rri^e^^' 
his new Queen and Sons, and upon the 
Interview mere was all the Joy that can be imagined. 
The next Morning, an Hour before Day, the King 
married Queen Eleanor ; foon after he caufed her to 
be crowned Queen at St. Dennis j and then Ihe made 
a publick Entry into Paris. Thus the King of France 
was at laft delivered from a "War that had coft fo 
much Money, in which fo many valiant Men 
had fuffercd, and anfwered no other Purpofe than 
horrid Devaftation : And, to moralize a little, it is 
even aftonifhing to us, that the Multiplicity of Ex- 
amples of the like Kind, as well in lacred as pro-' 
phanc Hillories, throughout the different Periods of 
Time, have had no more Influence of late Years ; 
when, as is pretended, (not to mention Religion) as 
well our Political as Oecumenical Reafoning is fo much 
refined, as to become all Philofophy : But, on the con- 
trary, forty we have, any Room to fay it, that dire Am- 
hitien, or Itch after Dejiruflion, or Thiril for Ihed* 
ding Bloody fecm but too much to be the Motives 
at this Day. 

The firil Ufc Francis made of this Sefii»-fj Liam- 
Peace, was to reform feveral Difor- 5' £, " ''*' 
dcrs that had crept in during the '^ ' 
many Calamities attending hts Kingdom : Next,, 
in Imitation of the great Cardinal Wolfey, he applied 
himfcif earneftly to the reviving the Sciences, which' 
for a longTime had been very much neglefted. It 
was not after this, as it was before, a fort of Shame 
for a Gentleman to underftand Latin; and it is on 
diis account, that the People of France, even at this 
Time, give Francis the glorious Title of the Refiorer 
of Learning, which will, no doubt, be an Honour on 
him to the latcft Pofterity.

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nue 1 upon this the Pope repaired to Bologna. His Im- 
perial Majefty, hearing the Pope was come thither, fet 
out imthediately from Placentia to meet him, and on 
his Arrival 24 Cardinals received him at the Entrance 
of Bologna, lie being all in Armour, except his Head, 
and on each Side of him two Gentlemen on Horfeback 
ftrewing Money all the Way. In this Order they 
went direftly to the Cathedral, at the Gate whereof 
a Scaffold was ereftcd aftending by Steps, on which 
ftt the Cardinals and Prelates j and at the Top, 
in his Chair of State, the Pope in his Pontifical 
Habit with the Tiara on his Head. The Emperor 
being come to the Scaffold, the Grandees of Spain 
came to help him to a-light, and two jg,ervrfw h- 
Cardinals from above condutfted him fween the Popt 
up 1 being come up to the Pope he ""^ '^ Eii'fe~ 
fell on his Knees, and kifled his Foot ; '^"'' 
but hisHolinefs lifted him up, and gave him the Kifs 
of Peace : Then his Majefly declared, '* He was now 
" come, as he had long wilhed, into his Prefence, 
*' to fettle the Affairs of Religion, and begged that 
" God would profper his Intentions." His Holinefs 
replied, " That he had defired nothing fo much 
** as that Meeting, for which he thanked Almighty 
" GoD, and hoped all Things would Tiavc a happy. 
" IfTue.'* After fome other Ceremonies they walked 
Hand in Hand to the Church-door ; when tlie Pope 
went into his Apartment, and the Emperor into the 
Church, whence he retired to his own Lodgings, in 
die fame Palace with his Holinefs, parted by only 
a thin Wall, in which was a private Door, fo that 
they might commune by themfelves : And thus they 
continued for fome time, concerting Matters of great 
Moment.

THE Queen being provoked by her 
^{^'■^ Hufhand, the Earl of Aigus's Behaviour 
i-j,/ to her, and detaining the King, her Son, 
againft his Will, the Archbifhop of 5/. ^ 
drews pcrfuaded her to commence a Procefs, in or-' 
der to be divorced from him, for wluch diey had' 
this Caufe to alledge, '^ That he, having been he- 
" trothen and given in Prorhife of Marriage to a 
" Noblewoman of the Kingdom, before he married' 
*' the Queen, could not be her lawful Huftand, by'

^gufs Surprize, when he found the King was gone. 

The next Day the King pubhckly declared, he 
would call a Parliament to fettle the Affairs of the 
Nation i and, notwithftanding feveral Attempts were 
made to prevent their Meeting, it was held in Sep- 
temier. By the Votes of this Parliament the Elarl of 
jingus, his Brother and Uncle, and Alexander Drum- 
'mond, the Earl's great Friendsj were condemned, their 
Goods confifcated, and Proclamation was made, 
*' That, if any one entertained them, he or ihe Ihould 
" undergo the fame Punifliment." 

The Douglas's now defpiairing of Mercy, foraged 
and fpoikd the Country even to the Gates of EJisr 
'hurgb, which put the young King upon raifuig Forces, 
in Older to fupprefi thefe Infurreftions. 

King Benry in the mean time, hearing of thclc 
Difhirbances, fent Ambafladors about the end of 
OEtoher into Scotland, in order ' to treat of an Ac- 
commodation, which was effefted ; a Truce between 
the two Nations being agreed on for five Years ■, and 
the Douglas's were to deliver up the ftrong Places 
■they had in Scotland to their King, he giving them 
a Cbnfideration : But they on performing their Part* 
not finding the Rewards expected, retired into £>g>- . 
land, where they were honourably received by the Kid^ 
and allowed Penfions. 

It is true, Alexander Drtmmend was received into 
Favour, but whether on account of his Merit, or to 
-divide the Douglas Fa6lion, is uncertain : So that 
'the young King a fecond time took on himfelf the 
Reigns of Government, and was pleafed to con- 
fiitute of his Council, among others, the Earl of 
Retbeiy

Affairs now began to bear a favourable Afpeft, 
the King had time to confult the Wel&re of hia 
People, and make ieveral good Regulations in the 
Government for their general Benefit. His M** 
jefty was likewife pleafed to rcftore the mofl: ho- 
nourable Order of the Knights of St. Aidrewt and 
ercfted a Throne or Stalls for them in St. ASchaePs 
Church in ZJnUibgovs making it the Chapel of thfe 
Order, according to the Ufagc at tVtndfer : He was 
alfo the Brft that ordered the Tb^k to be added to 
- the Badge of the Order ; and the Motto, Nen^ me im- 
pune lacejfet, which is wome with the royal Arms, 
was given by him. In his Time the Corden Verd^ 
or Green Rition, was wome by the Knights Coitipa- 
nions of the Oider •, but King Jamei die VUth chang- 
ed it to the Blue Ribbon^ like that of the Knights of 
the Garter in England. After tlie Uiiiony Queen jtmHf 
to diftinguifh them, rcftored the Green Ribbony and 
intended to have called a Chapter of the Order, with 
a De{ign to bring it again into its fiill Luftre \ but 
in this Ihe was diuppoinced by Death.

Orders of Knighhood -, that of the Garter, conferred o.i 
him by his Uncle Henry ; that of the Golden Fleece by 
the ■ Emperor j that of St. Michael, by the King of 
France ; and that of St. AndreWy for Scotland. 

Notwithftandiiig his Majelly's Proceedings 
for the Good of his People, he perceived that ^ ^* 
fome of his Nobility feemed inclinable to revolt, and 
therefore committed feveral of them to Edinburgh 
Caftle, till they gave Hoftages to fecure the Bordera 
againft Invafions ; and in June the King, attended by 4 
confiderable Force, vifited the Frontiers, and executed 
Juftice on all Thieves, Out-laws and Oppreflbrs of the 
Poor, that were brought before him, there being no 
Icfs than 38 of the former hanged : But he brought 
the King of the Thieves back to Edinburgh, where he 
was executed for more publick Example. By thcfe 
Proceedings the King greatly ^ined the Affeftion 
of his People ; and, among other Honours he 
beftowed on fome of his Subjects, he was pleafed 
to confer that of Knighthood on Andrew Murra^^ 
Steward of Stratbem, who had attended him.

Now die famous Emperor, Charles the 
Vth, took great ftuns to ftir i:p the Earl of ^ °* 
jyefmond to rebel, for which Purpofe he fent an 
Ambaflador to him ; but, before any Steps could be 
taken, the Earl died \ fo that what the Emperor pro- 
pofed came to nothing : Yet the Deputy, hearing what 
his Imperial Majefty was projecting in Ireland, fo care- 
fully looked after thp Government, that all CharU^\ 
future Schemes, to diiturb the Peace of that Nation, 
proved ineSefhial -, and foon after, having Affairs 
of greater Moment to employ him, he gave over 
his Defigns upon Ireland. 

King Henry about this Time was pleafed to con- 
fer the Honour of Knighthood upon William Brakt- 
fortj' Efq; and fome time afterwards made him Vice- 
treafurer of Ireland, which he held to his Death, and 
was for feveral Years one of the Lords Jufticcs 
thereof. 

This Year Sir fTilHam Skegtnglon, f Knt.

Notwithftanding the honeft and generous Views the 
Cardinal had in erecting his College at Ipjwich, for the 
further Encouragement of Learning, and leaving a 
lading Teftimony of his Regard for the Place of his 
Birth, it had but a very fhort Continuation -, and, in 
about thr.ee Years after its Foundation, he fell with it, 
being, as Shakefpear fays, utrwUling to out-live the Good 
be did it : But the Dellgn of deftroying his College, 
upon his Difgrace, gave the Cardinal fo great Con- 
cern that he regretted it to the lafl: Moment of his 
Life ; and therefore,/ as we apprehend, the Natives 
of the Town, when they remember the L^^cy he

It is not to be doubted, tlut after this Letter Mat- 
ters were fctded to Sir John and his Lady's Satis- 
faftion i for that, it fully appears, even after the 
Cardinars Difgrace, that Sir John retained to tho 
iaft his AfFeftion for Wolfey. 

The Cardinal's Regard for the Safety ^' CarSnaP, 
,nd Profperiy of Wmduab in private ^^£jf 
Famihes, and the pubhck Atiairs both jes,. 
at Home and Abroad, did not engrofs 
his whole Attention, but he readily liftened to the Re- 
prefentations from Ae Chiefs of the Religious Houfes, 
in rclpedt to any Mifdeeds there committed ; and where 
(he Grievances complained of were notorious, and in 
his Power, he caufed thefn to be redrefled, as many 
Lettcn now in being fiiUy Ihew. He alfo very rea- 
dily attended to fuch Applications that were made 
to him from any of the Cities and Corporations in the 
Kingdom, tending to preferve or renew any of their 
antient Rights and Privileges, or to the encouraging 
or retrieving their Trade and Manqfafhires ; the for- 
mer he interceded with his Majefty to grant and( 
|)rotefl:, and the latter he encouraged to the utmofl: 
of his Power, as appears in many other Letters j 
and, as a'fiirther Inftance of the Cardinal's Refpetft 
for the City of Tork, take their own Acknowledg- 
ment, from an original Letter now in th,t Record-office.

Here we muft obferve, that, though Rafin and

The Writer of the Church Hifiory^ after he has 
opened the Matter relating to the Divorce, lays, 
" Tiie Game being thus ftarted, it was hotly pur- 
** filed by varioos Pcrfons, upon various Motives :

** Hans, one way or other, found themfelvcs concern-

The Bifhop of Rochefier early declared for the 
Validity of the Marriage, as appears from the fol- 
lowing Letter.

" TTAVING now confulted all thofe called mute

" that they difagret very much on the Point In 
" Queftion ; many aiTerting it to be contrary to di-

" but were equal in their Allegations, as I ^are 
*' faid, would unavoidably engage my Affent.

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But the mMn Matter, fays the Church Hifiorian^ 
*' was to know how the See oi Rome flood aftefted,

" ceraed, as the dcmier Refort of the Controverfy : 
•* WhercforcDr.A»/^i>/, Secretary ofState, zndSlfpbeii 
** Gardiiter, the Cardinal's Secretary, were difpatched 
** to make Intereft with the Pope, to obtain wJiat the 
** King had now fo much at heart j befidcs, his Ma- 
'* jefty had other very able Perfons, both at Home and 
** Abroad, to manage the Caufe in Italy^ particularly 
** SkGregory Caffali, * (who had greatPower with the 
" Court of Romff was well fldlled in Affairs, and, 
** though a Foreigner, entirely in the King's Intereft) 
" and Mr. Peter Vtmnes. Thefe received Inftruc- 
** cions frc»n Cardinal H^olfiy, who was indefatigable 
** in promoting every Thing that was agreeable to his 
*' Prince." 

But, notwithftanding what this learned Author has 
been pleafed to affert, it will appear in the Sequel 
of this Hiftory, that the Cardinal was fo far from 
coming up in every Point to his Matter's Defire, that 
he never gave any definitive Judgment in this Af- 
fair, though no one will doubt, if he had waved his 
own Opinion, it was in his Power. 

On the other hand the Queen was not backward in 
acquainting the Emperor with the whole Proceedings, 
fending an exprcfs Mcffenger to him, in order that he 
might take care of her Intereft at the Court of Ro}ne.

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rived at Rome-, they delivered their Credentials, which 
were weil received by his Holinefs, who, to expedite 
their Bufmefs, fhortly after appointed Cardinal Cam- 
peius to go over into England^ that he, in Conjunction 
with Cardinal Wolfey, might fit in Judgment on the 
Difpute about the Divorce. 

After Campeius was furniflied with proper Inftruc- 
tions, he fet out from Rome., in the Month of Julyy 
1528, and in OBoher following arrived in Londony be- 
ing fix or feven Months after he was appointed Le- 
gale i and, whilft he was upon the Road, the Emperor's 
Minifters raifcda frefh Obftacle againfl: the Divorce. 

Before the Legatine Court fat in England, Dr. 
Knight, Secretary of State, Mr. Stephen Gardiner, and 
Dr. Fox returned to England, having left the Buli* 
nefs relating to the Divorce, to be tranfafted at 
Rome by Sir Gregory Cajfali, and Mr. Peter Vannes, 
the King's Ambaflador there : And his Majefty was 
ib well plcafed with Gardiner and Fex'% Behaviour at 
Rome, that he took them both into his Service, and 
made Stephen one of his Secretaries ; but both attend- 
ed him wherever he refided.

To this Speech Dr. Fox, Provoft of Cambridge^

" done but the Duty of a Cbrift'ian Frmct, to relieve

" whole City of Rome would give Thanks to God, 
" and not to him." 

Whilft Matters were preparing for the Trial Campe- 
ius had an Audience of the Queen, when he tookOcca- 
fion to acquaint her of the Danger of the prefent Dif- 
pute, and, endeavouring to perfuade her to retire to a 
Monaftery, feemed to charge her with fome unfeafonable 
Freedoms and Mifconduft in her Beliaviour j for that, 
fmfc Uie granting of the Legate's Commiffion, Ihe 

was 
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■was obfcrved to allow Dancing and Court-diverfions 
more than before, and to appear in Publick with an 
unufual Air of Chearfuinefs and Spirit ; whereas 
the Condition of her Circumftanccs ought to have 
made her more grave, and recolkft, that the Per- 
plexity of the King's Confcieiice, not to mention other 
gloomy Appearances, were no Motives for Satisfac- 
tion. 

The Queen, by no means pleafed with this Dif- 
courfe, replied pofitively, That jhe was refohed to fiand 
hy the Marriage allowed by the JpofioUck See : So that 
CampeiuSy finding there was no good to be done with 
the Queen, took his Leave, and returned to his Ma- 
jefly, to acquaint him with what had paffed. 

Stow {ays, "The common People tallced largely in 
" refpeft to Campeius'i Arrival in England, by fay- 
*' ing, the King wanted another Wife, and had fent 
** for this Legate in order to get rid of his Queen : 
" Particularly the Women charged him with Incon- 
■*' tcnency, and that there was more Pajfion than Cm- 
*' fcience in this Application." 

The King, hearing of the daily Grumblings of his 
People, thought proper to call before him rlie great 
Men of his Kingdom, both Spiritual and Temporal, 
befides others of inferior Degree were admitted-, to 
whom he made the following Speech.

" TTEnerable and dear Aflembly of Prelates, 
*' V Peers and Counfellors, which the common

*' lani, than in our Days ; Yet, when the Thoughti

** undergo Calamities greater than the Advantages 
** received in our Life-time. The Memory of thofc 
" bloody Times muft be ftill frefli in the Minds of 
*' fomc of you, when Richard the Hid brought upon 
" the Carpet and difputed the Title of our Grandfire, 
" ^iAfarithelVth, by theMother'sSidc, and deprived 
** his Heirs and Iffue of the Kingdom and Life. The 
*' dire Slaughter of the People, while the Houfes of 
*' Tork and Lancafter contended for the Kingdom and 
'* Empire, are but too well known in Htftory j and, if 
*' the Marriage lawfully contrafted between Henry the 
** Vllth, and the Lady Elizabeth, our renowned Pa- 
*• rents, fliould be cxtinguifhcd in us, and the Royal 
" Offspring, which God forbid, of ourMarriage, which 
** ought afterwards lawftilly to reign, ftiould not be 
** bom, this Kingdom may wafte itfelf with civil or 
*' inteftine Troubles, or fall into the Hands and Pof- 
" leflion of Foreigners: For though we have had the 
" Lady Mary, fingular both in Beauty and Shape, 
'* which was of great Comfort to us, by the moft 
*' noble Lady Catherine, yet we have been lately in- 
" formed, by pious and learned Divines, that we had 
** married her who was formerly the Wife of Prince 
" Arthur, our Brother -, that our Marriage was prohi- 
« bited by Divine Writ i and that the Iflbe of fuch 
" Marriage would not be efteemed legitimate : And 
*' that which giv^s us much greater Pain and Torment 
*' is, having fcnt Ambafiadorslaft Year to negotiate 
** a Marriage between the Duke of Orleans and our 
*' Daughter Mary^ with Francis King oi France, it

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*' was anfwercd by onf of liis Counfcllors, Thct, be- 
" fore the treating ofjucb an Affair, whether Mary vjas 
** a legilijnate Child fiiculd hefirfi enquired into F It be- 
** ing evident) added he, tkatpe was begotten of tbelLady

" With what Fe^r and Horror has this Speech dif- 
•* wrbpd our Mind ! for the Matter import no Icfs 
*' than the Hazard of eternal Salvation both of Body 
*• and Soul, and with what perp!ext;d Thoughts does 
" it poijefs gurConfcicnce! we arc perfuaded you can- 
** not be ignorant j you, whofe "Lives and Fortunes 
.** would be ii) Danger, but much more the Lofs of 
" Souls, if you did not apply proper Renudics, 
•* Thb one Xhing, which, witncfs God, we aifirm on 
** our Royal Word, pufhes us on, that by our Am- 
" baffadors we fhould fcek the Opinions of the moft 
'* learned Divines throii^out the whole Chrijiian 
** World, and fend for the iJoflws Pontiff 's Legate, in 
•* order to pronounce a true and juft Sentence in fo 
** great a Caufe, that afterward we may be able to

*• trimony: And, if it fliould clearly and manifeftly 
** appear by Holy Writ, that the conjugal State, in

The Speech was differently relifhed, fome pitied 
the King, but the Queen's Cafe had much more Conh' 
paffionj fome ambitious People, who, its like, had the 
ProfpoSt of mending their Fortunes, were ple^fed tq 
fee the Waters difturbcd, applauded the King's Pto- 
ceedings, and pretended th^t his Highncfe's Relbju- 
(ions were very pious, and ferviceable to the Publick. 

In the Courfe of thefe Traniaftions, leveral Appli- 
patioHs had been made to the Court oi Ropiti by Fox, 
Qardiner, and Sir Gregory Cajfah, to obtain a Decretal

fijrriier Favours from Remey and to deliver the follow-' 
ing Letter to the Cardinal. --

The King, being now ftilly latisfied that the Elmpe- 
ior and his Brother were endeayouring to cSrry .tte 
Frocefs to Rome, f^ht frsHi Inlln^oRs to his Am- 
bafladois, to preTent <the AVwsdoti ,of the Oufb,- 
and to remind the Pope, thatj by confenting to fucti 
an Expedient^ his Holinels would pMl a great JX^i- 
gra<;e i^xm his Legates, contmdift 'his Jate JBull w^ 
CommilTionj break through his v9n\ Ofdcr, and 
difoblige the King and Kingdoin in a very notorioos 
Manner : But all this Remottftrance fi^ilied nothings 
the Pofture of Affairs in Itafy was clnnged, «id the 
Pope ^len into new Me^unrs, by hii entering into 
an advantageous Treaty with the ^^mtoXi wBch we 
have before mentioned. :In iine, the AtnbaSkdfH^ 
of the Houfe of jiuftria made a ProteAationi in 
the Queen's Name, againft the ^Proceedings of the 
Ijegates in 'England, every Page df which InftruBien^ 
was fubfcribed by the Queen's Handj and the Purport 
of it was, to cnatat the Pt?^ to-fiuUriie^Proceedingsi 
in England^ to admoftifti the King to ftoft tfie ?ro^' 
cefs, or confent that the Trial of.thc Caufe m^ht:bq 
at Rmtt which waa^«ceived«ith^uiai^ReQ«pft. 
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So tliM his Holincis, forgetting the many Favours he 
had peceh'cd from timry., as well as his own great 
Acknowlfidgfflents and Fromifes, ventures the break- 
ing with the King, rather than Jofe the Advantage 
|Ht>poJcd by his new Alliance with the Emperor, 
ugnecl an j-ootatim of the Caufe, and forbid all fijr- 
thcp Proceedings in England under great Penalties. 

Our Ambaffsdors upon this extraordinary News let 
his HoHnels know, that, as the King's Kequeil had 
heffli detiied, their Mailer would apply other Re- 
medies, which did not a little ftartle him -, and there- 
foKy as he knew it would polTibly be attended with ill 
Coofequences in refpe^t to his fpiritual Affairs, Ite en- 
deavoured to ihew, by an extenuating Letter 
to the Cardinal, that he was draped into this ^' ^"f''' 
Expedient, in which he tells him, *' How WoTfey?' 
** much he was atfefted at the Neceflity 
** of the Junfture : That nothing was more averfe to 
** his Inclination, than the Auocalien of the Caufe : - 
*' That he was fo fcnfible of the King's Merit and 
** kind Offices, that nothing but mere Juftice could 
** have forced him to have done any thing againft his 
*' Highraefs's Inclination : " And defires the Cardinal 
to reprcfent his Regret to the King, to put the 
beft Complexicm upon the Matter he could, to 
afe his Interefl: to continue him in his cuftomary 
Friend&ip and Efteem to the Apoftolick See, and 
to acquaint his Highnefs, chat he had the fame Re- 
gard fer him as formerly. 

Before the AoeceJien was figned at Route, the Pope 
inftru^ed Can^iiui, unknown to IVol/ey, to draw 
out the Matter at Length, and the Cardinal managed 
£he BuGnefs with Dexterity enough. 

The King, being perfeftly acquainted 7h» LtgatiDe 
with the Pope's Defigns, and hopelels of ^^'^f^i/"' 
the Queen's Confent, haftenad the Com- '** '"-^ "'"■ 
miflioners to forward the Divorce, which CamptUts ac- 
cordingly did with that Difpatch, that ooly the definitive

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Sentence was now wanting, for giving which a Ibleinn 
Day was appointed, Sept. 28, which caufed many of the 
Nobility, and a Multitude of the Commonalty to repair 
to the Court, expedting that Judgment would have 
been given for the King j and he himfelf, conceiv- 
ing fome Hopes of the Legates good Intent towards 
him, caufed a Seat to be placed for him behind 
the Hangings, where, without being feen, he might 
conveniently hear what paffed in Court. The Cardi- 
nal being ieated, the King's Advocates eameftly re- 
quired, that Sentence might be given on their Side. 
Upon which Campeius, (landing up as well as he could 
" for the Gout, informed them, that his Holincls had 
referved the further Hearing of the Caufe 10 himlelf, 
and therefore declared their Commiffion to be dif- 
folved : But before this he made the Speech that 
Cavendijh has already recited, as well as what paiTed 
on the Duke of Suffolk's infulting Cardinal W'olfey, 
A bad RetaHation tiiis, for doing him two fuch lignal 
Services, the laving of his Life, and bringing about 
his grand Marriage. See Vol. lid, p. 257, l£c. 

In Confequence of what Camfeias had declared 
at the Clofe of the Legatine Court, Pope Clement 
the Vllth ifllied forth a Brief of Avocation of the 
Caufe from England to the Conjifiortal Court at ^me, 
where Paulus Caprjfams, Matter of the RoUs, was to 
prefide under hisHolinefs : And it having been fignifi- 
ed, by the Queen's Party, that the King of England 
"would not anfwer to any fuch Appeal, the Brief takes 
notice of this Rumour, and threatens the King with 
Excommunication, if he fliould prefume to proceed to 
another Marriage, before the Caufe was decided in the 
CenJiftorialQouTi. This Briefby particular Direftions was 
fixed upon the great Church-doors at Bruges^ Tournairy 
and Dunkirk, inafmuch as no one durft take the li- 
berty of fixing it up any where in England. . 

The Caufe being ordered to Reme^ and the King's 
BxpeAation baulked, he threw his Difappoiatment 

upon 
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upon Cardinal Wolfey \ (though, from the Account of 
the whole Matter, it appears the Cardinal was very 
iincere in the King's Bufmcfs, and profecutcd the Di- 
vorce with all the Heartinefs and Application ima- 
ginable : ) Yet his Inclination was fo ftrongly fix- 
ed upon Mrs. Bulleyn, that he could not help rs- 
jendng the Pope's Collufion to the higheft Degree, 
though his Wrath-like Thunder fell fitft on Cardinal 
fToifey, who was neareft his Elbow, and might now 
well cry out with the Comedian, 

Jove, and ye Gods ! bow hard a Thing 
It is to ferae a raging King ? 

Thi3 great Controverfy being at a Stand Boib Partus 
in Efigland the difappoinied Party gazed "^ " fi"'"'- 
about, unappreheniive of the llTue, nor could any one 
guels, whether or no his M^efty defigned to ar.fwer the 
Appeal. However, by fending Sir Ednaard Horne and 
Dr. Banner to Romey he made a Shew as if he would ; 
thoi^h they did not carry ihemfelves, as fome Hifto- 
rians fay, as if they had any Inftruftions from their 
Mafter to tender an exprels Submiffion -to the Con- 
^Jiorial Court, where the King had been cited to 
make his Appearance ; but his Agents objedled againft 
doing it in Perfbn, which the Pope agreed to wave, 
provided he would fend his Prodors. New Difficul- 
ties being flarted every Day concerning the Man- 
ner .of the Trial, and the Court of Rome not be- 
ing willing that others Ihould prefcribe Rules to 
them, litde or no Progrels was made in the Affair j 
but, on the contrary, both Parties were fecuring their 
Outworks, and ftudying how to defend themfelves 
in Cafe of an Attack : And as the Pope by his Brief 
had forbidden the King to take another Woman for 
his Wife without Liccnfe from the Holy See, fo 
the King publiihcd an Order, that no Decree coming 
I i 2 froia 
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from Rmne (hould be received in Eiiglaiid. This 
looked like declaring War, or at Icaft it was a mani- 
feft Token of a violent Exafperation, which difco- 
vcred itfelf by tlie Treatment Queen Catherine met 
with immediately after, when fhcwas ordered towith- 
draw to ibme of the King's Manor-houfes, that her 
Prefcnce might not influence the People and caufe a 
Difturbance. " And to countenance the putting her 
" under Reftraint, as Echard fays, a fw-mal Complaint 
" was made againft her, that (he favoured fome who 
*' defigned to Jeftroythe King and the Cardinal: 
" That fhe had carried herielf very difobh^ngly to 
*' the King, and ufed many indireft Arts to rcflder 
** herfelf popular : That the King was in Danger of 
" his Life by her Means, and therefore he could no 
" longer keep her Company, either as to Bed or 
*' Table. But flie was a Wtiman of 'fiich -lleiblu- 
*' tion and Conftancy, that no Threatnings could in- 
*' timidate her," 

As the Court was broke up, the King next was 
advifed, as many Authors affirm, to lend Atwoad, in 
order to obtain the Subfcriptions of fuch learned 
Men he could draw in to favour his Caufe. How- 
ever that was not immediately put in Execution ; for 
the King's Mind, upon the Breaking up of theCourt 
was fo full of troublcfome Thoughts, that it made 
him uncertain which Way to determine.

Uni'utrfititt. taken upon Cranmer s Advice, Commu- 
fioners were immediately difpatched tt> 
fevcral foreign Univerfuics, with the State of the 
King's Cafe, who fo well executed the Trull rc- 
pofed in them, that they procured in Writing the 
Opinion of feveral of thofe Univcrfities, befides that 
of many great Lawyers, That the King's Marriage 
was unlawful, which different Certificates are to be 
met with at large in Rymer's Fcederaj Burnet, Speedy 
and other Authors. 

, Sleaden upon this Occafion remarks, ** That the 
" foreign Univcrfities, and particularly tliat of PariSt 
•' were bribed for the King." 

In the Year 1532, there was a Book publiftied at 
Lunenberg, intided, A Confutation ef the Cenfuresef the 
Unrverftty, printed with the King's Licenfe in England. 
This Book, now in the Bodleian Library, informs us* 
that the Univerfity of Paris was equally divided, as 
many being againli as for the Divcat:e ■, and tlut fome 
Members of that Body publilhed Difcourfes agaittft 
the other Party, who gave their Opinion for the King: 

This 
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This Author wrote on the Queen's Side, and de- 
dicated his Book to the then Emperor's AmbaQa- 
dor in England. 

■ "What paflcd at Home, previous to the two Uni- 
verfities giving their Opinion relating to the Divorce, 
Dr. Fiddes relates, and fully Ihews, that it was with 
great Difficulty the Court obtained their favourable 
Sentiments. 

Bilbop Burnet^ in his Account relating ^^ Sifi>h~ 
to the Determination cf our two Univer- '^" '-^'"^ 
fines concerning the King's Marriage, taxes *^"' 
Mr. Wood with being too credulous, and that he drew 
his Information from Saujiders, an cxafperated Writer 
of the Church of Rome : But Mr. Collier undertakes 
to juftiiy Mr. JVoo^% Account from I ^rd Heriert^% 
Records, which plainly make it appear, that the 
King threatned ttvs Univerlity, and that thdr Sta- 
tutes were violated by excludir^ many who had a 
Ri^t to vote ■, for the Hiftorians agree, " That the 
" King fent Dr. tongland^ his Confeffor, to procure 
*' tJieir Certificate in Favour of his Divorce fiomCj/Afr 
** Hue : That in the Doctor's Inftruftions the Kmg 
" joined Entreaties and Threats, to bring the Univer- 
" fity to declare in his Favour-, but their Chancellor, 
*' Warbom, advifcs them to follow the Truth : That one 
*' Part of the Univerfity was for complying with the 
•* King's Defire, whilft the other (the Artifts, or Re- 
•' gent Mafters) were of the contrary Opinion ; That, 
** notwithftanding all the King's Threats, he could not 
*' obtain whaf he fo eameftly defired, until the latter 
" were excluded, although by the Statutes nothing 
** could be done without them." The Subftance of 
all which is confirmed by the King's I^ener to the 
R^;€nts. or Artifts, wherein he lays, '* That pro- 
" vided they held on in their Obftinacy, and gave 
'* their Sovereign any farther Trouble, they fhould 
" quickly be made fenfible of the ill Confequence, 
^ aid underftand it was not their bcft Way to pro- 

** voke 
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*' voke a Hormfs * Nefi."— And as thcf refiifeito 
comply with his Requeft, the King did not forga to 
make thfm fenfible of his Refentment. 

When the Point came to be debaicd in Ac Uni- 
vcrfity of Cambridge, fome Art was made ufe of be^ 
fore the King could obtain a Subfcriptioo. When Gar- 
diner and FoXi who were fent thither piffxjfeJy tr) 
tniinage the Members, found Matters could sot be 
can-ted to their likiilg in a firfl Congngation, with 
great Difficulty brought the Thing whhin the Coin- 
pafs of a fmaf] Committee of twenty-nine Perfoosi 
viz. Dr. EiAmjids, the Vrce-chancdtor, ten Doctors, 
fncteen Batchellors^ and the two Proftors. MsAy- of 
the Univerfity forcf«w the pai^er of this Method, 
and therefore they moved the QueftiOn, " Whethej 
*' or no it fhould be folfowed ? " Collitr &ys, **Th«i 
" the fecend Time the Queftion was (rat, die Votes 
" vfetc equal s the /bird Time, by prevailing with 
*' fome of the contrary Opinion to ouit the Ho^, 
*' the Order of the Committee pafled. GardHur and 
Fcx luiving gained this Point, gave the Kin|i an 
Account^ and fent up the Names of the Commtnee, 
acquainting the Kmg with the good Conditicm of 
the Aflrair, and that they hoped in a flwrt Tim6 
to procure a M^rity, which happened accordingly. 
And thus with a good deal of Management the Kng 
gained his Point, and the Marriage was decbred m- 
kwful.

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in every thing, and fuffered him to a£t as he pleafed: 
From whence we may Infer, notwithftanding his Ene- 
mies Infinuations to the contrary, that he was deter- 
mined to aft with the utmoft Impartiality, what- 
ever the Event might be, valuing his Honour and 
Reputation more than any worldly Advant^es. Yet 
Bifhop Uurnet- would have it, " That the King re- 
'* ceived Information of Wolfef^ having juggled with 
•* him in the Bufinels of the Divorce., and had fe- 
** cretly advifed the Pope to what he had done :" 
For which he produces no Authority. Whereas there 
is nothing appears more manifefl:, than that he al<

Rea{bn of Jnna Bulleyn's firfl: Prejudice againft him, 
as before obferved, was, becaufe fhe could not pre- 
vdl on him to promife to be in her Intereft rcfpeft- 
ing her Exaltation to the Throne j and therefore 
ftie took all the Ways poflible to ruin him.

luxuriant, it may ftill become us. to' confider a little^ 
what fort of Character he bore in the World, among 
leveral Perfbns of Probity arid Credit, before we paS 
fuch a gro£ Cenfure on him. 

Hall, who lived at that Time in London, and was 
tio Stranger to this Legate's Courfe of Life, and 
rarely fijfFers any Opportunity of 'expofing the Clei^' 
to elcape him, fays, " Campeius was a Man of great 
" Wit and Experience -, better learned in the Papal 
** Laws than iti Divinity." — Father Paul ftiles him, i 
" Man of Wifdomand Authority."— Godwin, " No lad 
" Man, andafincereSpeakeri'— Fa//«r, a good,heavy 
" Man." — Polyder Virgil has thele Words, Inter Juris 
cenfullos jure confultjjfimm '. — £rij^w thele, Reveren- 
dijhne Domine, virtutum tuarum infigniuin, fc? emdi- 
tionts rariffma fama, infiammatus jamfridm gefiio, fcf 
nojfe prcpius t? ceram adorare, — Injignem berea 6? ec- 
clejiie Ramana cehmen.

The only Ground of Complaint Fox had againft 
him, was for his Reply to the People of Strajburg,vi\iic\i

Btie that ^^ '^^ Cardinal was now in Difgrace, 
ha/ahufid thi Simon fi/h-, who was afterwards a zea- 
C^rt/ina/, rt- ]ous Man fot the Reformation, was fent 
m^jdimoTa- fyj. back to England, and kindly receiv> 
ed by the King. He had before quitted 
his Country upon the Account of a Play that was 
wrote by one Roe, one of the Parts in which highly. 
reflected upon the Cardinal ; and, on endeavouring 
to get it adled, it was refufed by Several Perfons, 
but when he applied to this Fijhy he fell in readily 
with his Requeft. 

Fifi had had a good Academical Education, was 
for fome time a Student in Grafs-Inriy and his being 
introduced into the King''s Favour was upon this 
Occafion. When he was Abroad, he fell into Com- 
pany with the famous JViUiam lyrtdal; who, oh his 
acquainting him with the Reafon that obliged hini

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gars. It begins with a lamentable Complaint of the 
Mifery of the Times, fcfc. and enters into bitter Re^ 
fleftions upon the Cardinal, Bilhops, Priors, Monks, 
Friars, 6?c. a Copy of this Book (after the Affair of 
the Divorce was commenced, the Proceedings thereon 
not pleating the Court) he fent to the Lady jinna 
Bulleya, who, as foon as ftie had perufed it, believ- 
ing it might anfwer the End of defaming the Car- 
dinal ftill more^ gave it to his Majefty, who received 
it with a feeming Approbation. This emboldened 
Fifi's Friends to caufe divers Copies of it to be Mat- 
tered up and down London. Of this Ufage Wolfey 
Complained to the King, but no notice was taken of 
it : On the conti^ry, Fijb was more and more coun- 
tenanced by the Partizans againO: the Cardinal. 

After his Return to England he tranflated, from the 
Dutch into EngUJh, a Piece, entitled, The Sum of 
the Scriptures, which was alfo well approved of :

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Means. Soon aftst this Conference the whole Houft 
ai&tnbkd in the Hall, b^ the Qudiniil*s Order, whers 
he prefented himfelf in his Pontifical Acdre, and, 
having viewed his Domefticks as they were ranged 
on both Sides of the Roonn* he turned towards the 
Window, to wipe away the Tears, which he could 
not refiain from Ihed^ng at the Sight of fo many 
old and faithfijl Sepr^nts, whom he was not able 
a> fcward according to their Merits. They, on thq 
other hand, could not behold (b kind a Mafter with 
dry Eyes, whom he endeavoured to ounfort with 
a moving Speech, (which CavenMfit ^ves us at length} 
and concluded it mth protefUng, 72tff he bad mtlnng 
kft to diftribute among tbem^ befides the Garments be 
vsore, which be was willing to Jh-ip bimfe^ efy audi 
divide among tbem- Mr. Cromwell kxjk hold of 
that Motion, and contributed fomewhat out of his 
Pocket, whidi induced the Chaplains to make a Col- 
le&Ion among themfelves, proportionable to their Rc" 
venues ; by which Means the Cardinal was enabled 
to difcharge his Servants, and allow them feveral 
Months Subfifhmce ; fome of whom returned to 
their Families or Friends, but others fiaid with the 
Cardinal to fee the IlTue of his Misfortunes. 

The next Day Mr. Cromwell fet out

Greenwich, whofe Bufinefs was to alTure the Cardinal, 
that he was ftill in the King's Favour, in Token 
whereof his Majefty had fent him with another Ring, 
fet with a Turkijb Stone, with Orders to tell him, 
"^ That he was ferry he had giveo fb much Credit 
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•* to Ac Infinuations of his Enemies :' And, as foon 
as Sirjebn Rujfell had delivered his Mefiage, he 
took Horfe, and was back again at Greemvicb ocforc 
Break-oWay. What paffed on thb Occafion Gk;«- 
4ijb reJates. 

Soon after this the Cardinal had Part of his Fuf 
niture and fome of his Plate, &fc. reftored to him, 
which was a great Mortification to thofe who were 
rcfolved to ruin him one Way or other.

cute any Authority Legatine, contrary to your Grace's 
Prerf^ative, within this your Realm : Now the Loid 
Cardinal of Tork being your Subjeft, and natural 
LJege born, hath of his high Mind, for his own Ad- 
vancement and Profit, inDerc^tionandHurtof yoar 
faid Royal Jurifdiftion and Prerogativci and the l(mg 
Continuance of the Poneffion of the fame, obtained 
Authority I^gatine, by realbn whereof he has not only 
hurt your faid Prefcription, b^t hath fpoiled ana

In SVnfwer to this his Advocates argued, That 
they could not conceive how his Legatine Power 
tpuld be conftrucd in Contempt or Prejudice' of 
the King, or that it was againft any Statute of 
Provifoes heretofore made. Buz this iaft Aflertion 
feems only a colourable Pica ; for the Cardinal, who 
had fo long prefidcd in the Court of Chancery, and 
83 Legate at the Head of the Church, could not be 
i^oranc of a Law lb well known, and which prin- 
cipally concerned Ecclefiafticks. : Therefore we ap- 
prehend, as the Cardinal did nothing but what the 
King previoufly approved of, and confented to, he 
might reafonably prefume his Maftcr would not 
take the Advantage of any Forfeiture incurred by 
him ; but would rather make ufe of his Prerogative 
to proted: a IVIinifter from the Penalties of the Law, 
who aftcd in Virtue of his own Commiffion : And.thc 
Cardinal muft have entertained Thoughts Very inju- 
rious to the Honour of the King, if he had even but 
fufpeflfed, that he could be capable of forfaking or 
giving up a Servant, who had done.no Crime, as to 
this Particular, but what he was priviledged from 
the Throne to commit ; though many Inftances 
may be given to fhew, that Minifters ■ have been 
puniflied for eKXUting even certaio pofitive Orders, 
wherewith they were charged by their Princes ; and 
it is fomewhar.reafonable there flioukl be Examples 
of publick Juftice of this Kind, efpecially where a 
Commiffipn derogatory to the Honour of the Crown, 
or prejudicial to the publick Peace, -Safety, and In- 
tereft» has been fraudulently obtained; 

But, whatever Minifters of Sate have at any Time 
fufFered, for afting in Conceffion, to their Princes, or 
in Purfuaiice to tiidr Inftruftions, there are few In- 
ftances 
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fi»Kcs in Hiftory, except in the Reign of Henry thfl 
Vllltfa, where any Princfe appeared in fuch a Cafe as 
a Party in the Profecution, to the End that himfelf 
alone might reap the Emoluments arifing from it.

a Prdent of a Tablet of Gold, that ufed to hang by 
her Side. This put Wo^ upon thinking, that fome 
Service might be done him, through the Interpofi- 
don of this l^y ; therefore he writ not only to her, 
but to CremweU ; and, in his Letter to that Gentle- 
nun, intreats him to follicit the King to be gracious 
unto him, and to pra£tife fo as that the I^y Am 
might mediate for him. Cremwell, in Anfwer to the 
Cardinal's Letter, fays, *' Mr, Pggt delivered the Letter 
" to the Lady Am, but there is yet no Anfwer : She 
** gives kind Words, but will not promife to fpeak 
** to the King for you." And, in another Letter to 
a third Perfon, CromweU writes, " None dare fpeak 
*' to die King on the Cardinal's Part, for fear of 
** Madam j4mi*% Difpkafure." 

After he found himfelf deceived, ^ CanHnal rt. 
and that there was a further Inten- "S^'^'-'^ 
tioo of depriving him of the Re- 
venues of the Bilhoprick of Whichejter, the Cardi- 
nal faid, Goii he nrf Jn^e^ I never thdi^bi^ and fi 
J iVas affared at ihe making of my Suhmijjiem, to tie-- 
part from aity of wy Promctions for the Ripitf of the 
I^fiv ; for any Offence that can he attefied agaii0 mi 
deferveth no fucb Punifiment^ and fo, trufiing to tbi 
ISa^s Gcodnefs, J am come to this Point. I kept hu 
Grace •ofill confider the fame accordingly. I bofve bad 
fair Words, but little ccmfortahU Deeds. TTyofe Noblemen 
did otbirmfe promife to me, upon their Honour^ upon 
tie Trt^ whereof I made the frank Gift of my while 
^ate. The Cardinal further hints in a ]Jetter, "That, 
** when he fubmitted and made a free Gift of aH 
** that he had to the King, which he did at the Per- 
' ** fuaCKti of divers Nobienwn, it was promifed }um, 
T t I "that 
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** that the King would make an Order for the Payment 
** of hb Debts, and Maintenance of his Efiate \ yet 
•* now he is in great Want of Relief." 
SilU rtceivtt He ffiU received firquent Mefli^es 
Mtffi^tifnm from the Comt, but more cS them af- 
Cmrt. flitting than cwifolatory, his Enemies 

ufing all poinble Artifices, having greatly reduced 
him, to crufn him entirely. As the King had fetzed 
all his Eftate and ESeds, beCdes his C^ll^es both 
at Oxford and Ipfeoicb^ they laboured to i»cvwl on 
him to convert thefe Colleges to fome otbo' Purpofe, 
which was fo fenfible a Mortification to Wolfey, that he 
defires Cromwell to be a Friend to his Colleges, and not 
fuSer the Lands, applied thereto, as well by the Pope's 
as the King's AfTent, to be converted to profane 
CromwclTs Ufes. To this Cr«»nppi/ anfwered, "As 
ttuertohim. ** toUchingyouT Colleges the King IS detcr- 
" mined to dilTolve them, and that new 
*' 01£ces (hould be found for all the Lands belonging 
*' to them, to intitle his Highncls thereto, which he had 
** already drawn for that Purpofe ; but whether his 
" Highnefs, after the DilTolution of them, means K) 
** revive them again, and found them in his own 
*' Name, I know not; wherefore I entreat your Grace 
** K> be content, and let your Prince execute his Plea- 
** fure." fVolfey, taking the Supprefling and Dilmem- 
bering of his Colleges very heavily, again eameftly fol- 
licited Cromwell to endeavour to prevent the making 
voidwhathad been authentically confirmed bylhe great- 
eft Authority on Earth, faying, *• If fuch a Thing was 
** done, it would be againft the Laws of God and 
" Man." And he did not flop here, for he wrote to the 
King on that Head, ufing thefe Exprelfions, ** I hum- 
** biy, and on my Knees, recommend to yoiH- Grace's 
•' Charity and Goodnefs the poor Cottqjc of O*- 
" ferd:" And ordered, that this Letter fhouW be 
prefenKd to the King by the Dean and Canons of 
the laid College; but it appears, that, notwithitaoding 

theft 
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thefe Ap[dicatitms, the King dtirolved the Colleges, 
and that at Ipfvricb quite dropped, but the other the 
King founded a new, as is before-mentioned. 

The Cardinal in his Profpcrity, at great 3^ *>f fi*- 
Expence, caufcd his Tomb to be prepa- ^^^ ^^ 
red, which not being finifhed before his 
Advcrfity, Aitome Qraailoryy a moft exquifite Work- 
man employ«l about it, writes thus to him, " That for 
** plding that Part of Iiis Tomb, already done, being 
*^ the Half» he had Idd out 380/. 13J. and there- 
*' foredelirestoknowhisPleafure, whetherhemeantto 
" have the reft of his Tomb perfefted ; becaufe, if he 
** did not io mean, he defired the Cardinal's Leave, that 
** the Gilder might go Home to /htwtrp, and that 
** the Carver might have the like Leave to remm to 
** Itafy." But, it feems, the King feized the * Tomb 
likewife, which made th^ Cardinal afterwards deOre 
to have it refiored to him, to the Intent that he might 
order and diipofe the iame for his Burial, whttb is Uke- 
ijh (laid he) liy reafon of rr/ Heavinefsy to he Jhertfy. 
Yet it feems this Requeft was denied him, as well 
as that of Money to pay his Debts. 

The Cardinal, being now fully fatif- fbi Car£- 
fied of the Deligns his Enemies ■ had on "f''* '**■ 
his Life, ufed all wife and necc0ary Pre- """* 
cautions, in order to fruftrate them, and armed him- 
felf with fo much Patience, that they could not provoke 
him either to fay or do any Thing that might Juftly 
render htm obnoxious. However, being ftript of his vau: 
Fortune, and the Profpcft of being yet more (lighted, 
tho* undefervedly, making deep Impreflions on his Spi- 
rits, he fell into a dangerous Sicknefs much about the 
Time he wrote the Letter we have juft mentioned to 
Cremwell, the King began now to relent, and Dr. Butts 
was by his Order fent to attend him, who found him 
extreamly 

•AahisMaJeflyhadKripthim Covtrii^, when JtaJ, would be 
of h'n very Roi/*i, vihUt Hviiig, imneceiury, as a fine Tomb or 
h« doubtl^ thought a oeedlels MoDumimt might be deemed.

" Tliat, if the Cardinal did not receive Ctomfort fixKn 
*' liis Majefty, he would within four Days be a dead 
" Man." "When the King made Anfwer, " God for- 
" bid, that he Ihould die^ for I would not lofe him 
*' for 20,000 /. 1 prajr you go to hkn> and do your 
^* beftCare tohiiti." Upon which, Dr. A(//j advHirig 
the King to fend fome Gracious MeSige to him, 
hb Majefty took a Ring fratn his Finger, charged 
with a Ruby, upon which his own Kfturc vras en- 
graved, commanding the Dot^or to deliver it to htm, 
and withal to. ^quaint him, 72>«/ be wus jiot in Hi 
Heart * offended with bim for any TJx^t ufing o- 
ther ExprcfTions which difcovercd a friendly and 
tender Concern for him ; and the Lady ./fas, at the 
King'sRequeft, ailb fcnt him Tokens of Fivour. Upon 
receiving them, the Cardinal too eafily appreheruled 
the King and hU Lady wore feeking a Recancilktioa 
with him ; and foon after he was in a good Way of 
Recovery. 

n Ki anti '^^^ ^'"S °**°"' Omiiemai was 
w'olk^J'par'. pleafed to grant the Cardinal a fiill and 
isn. general Pardon; Rupin fays, '* Among 

" all the Pardons in die pubhck AAs 
*' there are none fo full and panicular as this, which 
'* was done in order to relieve the Cardinal in fome 
*' meafurc from the Anxiety he had been under from 
<* Onober to that Time, before his Pardon, he well 
" knowing, that he was fubjeft to the Penalty of 
.** perpeaial Imprifonment, which feemed to him to 
>■'■ be equal, if not greater, than any Lofi he had yet 
" fuftained." 

This Pardon was drawn fo fiilJ i& to take in the 
higheft Articles charged on him ; and that it waa 
penned with the utmoft Advantage and Strength of 
Law may be further proved from Sir Edward Coke's 
Authority, which take in his own Words.

IVelfy foon after writ, "That he 
K« &-p/«^ " hoped the King, to whom I have 
IB Cromwell. given all my Goods and Kevcnues, 

** will pay my Debts, which may be 
•* done by the Arrears of my Penfion out of France for 
•♦ the Year by paft." But yre (Jo not find much heed 
was gjven to th is Letter, except that foon after the King 
was pleafcd to fend him four Loads more of rich 
Furniture unknown to the Lords of the Council : (So 
that the Reader may eafily guels the Condition fi^ol- 
fiy was in, from 09obtr to the time he received the 
iirft Supply.) This Prefent was very acceptable to 
him ; and in a Ihort rime he writ ag^n to Q-om- 
vkS, and hIIs him, ** My Fever is fomewhat a^ 
" fuaged, and the black Humour alfo ; howbcit I am 
" entering into thcKalends of a more dangerous Sick- 
*' nefs, wiich is the Dropfy ; fo that, if I am not 
** removed into a drier Air, and that Ihortly, there 
" is little Hope." This had the defired Eflfbft; 
for, on Application, the King permitted ff^elfy to re- 
move to Sickmend, and klfo fent him fome Money. 

The Favours, which had been lately 
tilt EwMtes flieTyji tQ iijj Eminence, ereatly alarmed his 
thi FavBurt Ji'nemies -, and, as he was lo near the Court, 
foevm him . they likcwife feared his Majefiy might, on 
one Occafion or other, be moved to vi- 
fit, or perhaps re-call him; therefore they follicited tht 
King to feiid him down to his Province in the North, 
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Concealing the true Reafon of their Application, (as is 
bfual with Minifters, who would cover their private De- 
figns under the Umbrage of publick Good} but pte- 
tcnding, that his Prefence would be neceflary towards 
Compoling certain Animofities in that Country, The 
King, upon this fpecious Suggeftion, confented to tha 
Propoial, and Cromwell was commandedj by the Duke 
of Norfolk^ to acquaint his Mafter, that he muft think 
of repairing to his Chaise at Tdrk. 

This Meflage the Cardinal did not re- Wolfey prt. 
lifli; however, as he found his Refidcnce f'"'" '^f^ 
at Richmondvas difagreeable to the Cour- '* '"'^ 

tiers, he ofiered to remove to fVmcbefter : But this 
did not give Content to the Duke of Norfolk and 
his other Enemies ; for Wblfey received for Anfwer, 
that he muft immediately prepare for his fettlng out 
into the North. Upon this feveral Petitions were pre- 
ferred to the King to allow him Part of the Reve- 
nues of fyincbejier and St. jilbans, and other Mat- 
ters, in order to enable him to proceed on his Jour^ 
hey, which were promifed Mm. 

There are now in Being, Letters from ^„-,« t» hh 
the Cardinal to his Steward, Robert Brown sirward. 
at Southwell^ wherein his Grace takes 
notice, that Ihortly he intended to fet out for his Seat 
there, and therefore orders him to fee the Houfe com- 
pleatly fitted up, and to buy in Com, ready to make 
Bread for the Family. 

Brown anfwered, as appears from a Let- Th Sn-w- 
tcr in the Exchequer Record-o^ke^ to this '"'^' -^ 
Effeft, " That Mr. Holgil, the Surveyor, ^'^'■ 
•* had covered riie Houfe in, and done other Mat- 
*' tersi but, astohimfclf, he was grown old, and did 
.*' not now underftand buying of Com." From the 
wording of the Letter it appears but too plain, that, 
as his Matter's At^rs were in a very unhappy Situa- 
tion, he did not care to truft him.

Money and odier Things, that enabled "5'- 
hini to provide for his Family, pay fome qf his 
Creditors, repair his Houfe, and get rid of his un- 
grateful Steward. At thb Place he continued the great- 
eft Part of the Summer, where his Behaviour, even ac- 
cording, to his Enemies Account, was noble and edify- 
ing he being conflandy vifited by the Gentlemen of the 
Neighbourhood, and many of the Nobility, who had 
Occafion to pafs near him, kindly enter- ^^^^ ^,-, 
tainedj for, as the Revenues of his Arch- Timecommm- 
bilhoprick now began to come in, he dahly. 
was enabled to keep a good Houle ; and did daily di- 
ftribute at his Gates great Quanrities of Provifions to 
the Poor : Thole that had lived feveral Years at Va- 
riance were reconciled by his Mediation ; his Te- 
nants he treated with great Humanity, and they in 
Return extolled him as a kind Landlord.

** that Cromwell has not done me fo good OiEces as 
** he might, concerning my Colleges and Archbi-

Majefty, finding him inflexible, dcKrmined his en- 
lire Ruin, as the So^uei fliews. 

The Cardinal, not yet being acquMnt- ^'^^ry <^ 
ed with this extraordinary Refolurion, ihfcerS^ 
continued to employ his Time agreeable 
to his Fundion.

*' againft him:" Acquainting him alfo, " That Mr. 
" Kingjion was juft arrived, attended with twenty- 
*' four i^orfeme^, who had been his old Servants 
*' and Attendants, in order to conduct him to i>«- 
*' don." The Cardinal at firft cxprefled fome Uneall- 
nefs at mentioning Kingfton*s Name, bccaufe he was 
Lieutenant of the Tower ; but the Eafl begged, " He 
*' would be under no particular Concern on that Ac- 
** count ; for he was fure Kingfion v/as fcnt down 
' " to ferve him, and that he himfeff knew he was one 
Mr Kingfton " °*^ ^'^ Friends." Upon this his Emi- 
inirt^td, " nence replied, I fliould be glad to foe 
him," and immediately Mr. Kiftgjtott 
was introduced to him, where, after proper Sa- 
,,Iutt- 
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lutations oq both Sides, Mf. King/ion aQured tiinit ih the 
King's Name, " That his Majefty had ftill an 
' *' entire AfFcftion for hitn, but he could not help 
** bringing him to his Trial, fuch was the Importu- 
** nities of his Enemies,, though the King did not 
** in the kaft queftion but he was able to clear him- 
** ielf, and would come off with Honour : That hia 
'* Orders were to permit him to fct out for Loadotii 
'* when he thought proper, and m take what Time he 
*' pleafed upon his Journey." To this the Cardinal re- 
plied, / bffue a Di^a^er which will net 
permit me to make very much hafte ; bow- 1 Rah 
evBTt I will endeavoicr to be ready for the 
'Journey to-merrew Mofning, But the Putting was fo 
Violent upon him in the Night, that he had near 50 
Stools, which obliged him to remain there the 
next Day. The Morning following he u !„*,. L 
begffli his Joiimeyi though very weak g^rl of 
ana full of Pain, and by gentle Pro- Shrewffcury, 
grefs reached Hardwicke-ball, another Seat 
belonging to the Earl of Sbrewjhury ; ' the neM 
Day he arrived at Nottingham, jiis Diftpmper ftill 
incrcafing ; and the Day following came tp Z^tcefr 
ter-i^ey, at which Time he could icarce fit on his 
Mule. The Abbot Mid all the Convent received hirii 
Jwnourably, and bid him welcome with great Re- 
verence: To whom he made only this fliort but mov- 
ing Speech, Father Abbot,- I am come to , 
hty my Bones among y<su; and with great the Jbbli ll 
Difiicuity he difniounted his Mule. Be- Leicefter. 
ing got to his Apartment he went to 
Bed, and with much Refignarion he fubmitted to the 
Will of Heaven. 

On Metid^ his lUnels was lb far increafed, that 

he could not live long. On Tuefday Morning early 

Mr. Kingfion went into his Room, and alked 

him. Hew be had rejied? The Cardinal devoutly

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Sii Aiiir anfwened, / only wait the Plea/are of 
Ifiri, Heavea to render my poor Soul into the Honor 
of m/ Creator. Upon which Mr. Kin^m 
would have comforted him, but the Cardinal gave 
him to underftand. That be had him/elf /ome iGiaw- 
ledge in Phfick, and that bis Dijiemper being a Flux 
Joined, with a continual Fever, it was in^qffiile for Na- 
ture to bold out much longer, confiderit^ it bad attended 
him eight Days, and, as he had not during that Time had 
finy Eafe, he expeSed nothing but a Diffolution. Mr. 
Kingjien on this intimated, that he f^^ he wanted 
Course to withftand what he might expeft. To 
this his Eminence replied, which Cavendijb relates, con- 
. , J. , eluding with thefe Expreffions, M". King- 
fton, farewel, I can no more fay, hut I 
wijh all Things to have good Succefs ; my Time drawetb 
en fafi. Having uttered thefe Words his Speech failed 
him, whereupon the Guards were called in to fee him 
expire ; and about eight of the Qock he died, being 
aflifted in his laft Moments with the Prayers of the 
Abbot and the reft of the Convent j and thus finiftied 
his Days this great Prelate and Statefman, November 
29, 1530, being Sixty Years of Age, wanting four 
Months. 

As foon as dead he was put into a 
p't/'ffr'' Coffin, and the next Day laid with his 
Jib,- 'pri'!>^4 F^ uncovered. Liberty being given to 
buritd. all Perfons to view him, in order to 

prevent falfe Reports, as to his not being 
really dead : But, if the Cardinal's Enemies will 
have it, that he had taken Poifon, though there were 
no Symptoms of it. It is mofi probable, (fays the Au- 
thor of the Church Hifiory, and Dr. Fiddes) that it 
was adminijlred by feme other Hand. 

After he had been pubJickly viewed for fome time, 
and the Curiofity of the People fufficiently fatisfied, 

he 
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he was, early in the Morning, on St. Atdrew^f Day, 
buried in the Middle of a Chapel at the Abbey in 
Ijicejier. 

Since the Diffolurion of the Abbey, jji, gf^^iM 
even withm thefe forty Years, great Pains /larthtil a/- 
have been taken to find whereabouts "^• 
he was buried, feveral Parts of the Abbey has been 
dug, but to no Furpofe, they having not been able 
Co find his Bones.

more dangerous Nature, headed by one' 
yfjke^ a Man of Authority and great Abilities. The 
Earl of Shrpwjbury muftercd his Forces in the King's 
Behalf, but he was not able to Stop their Progrefe } 
for they took not only York but Hull, and their 
Chief even obliged the Archbilhop of Y^k and the 
Lord IfArcy to accompany him. 

The Duke of Norfolk alfo marched to oppofc the 
Revolters, but, his Forces being much inferior to 
them, he took the fame Method as the Duke of 
Suffolk had done, by entering into a Treaty with 
them, and a Conference was held on both Sides at 
Doitcajler, and this at laft happily ended, they ac- 
Suttre/red ceotcd of a Pardon, and the King pro- 

mifing to rcdrcfs their Grievance, eve- 
ry Man returned to his Houfe, and the King to taking 
the moft effcftual Meafures for fupprcfling all the 
Religious Houfes. 

As the King broke hb Word with 
Breaii »Bt a- jjjj people, by not calling a Parliament 
i^"- '537- ■^J^ j[jg North, according to Promifc, a 
new Infurrciftion was raifcd in Yorkjhire. Upon this 
^Jke^ who commanded the Malecontents, was ordered 
to Court, and well received ; but the Lord IfArcy^ 
who had received the like Order, not attending fo 
foon as was expelled, was fent to the Tower. 
s-tpprefij. Shortly after two Gentlemen of the 

animanjtxe- North, Nkboks Mufgrave and 'Thomas 
tutcJ. Til'jy, put themfelves at the Head of 8000 

People, and appeared before Carljfie, which they en- 

dea- 
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deavoured to take ; but, being fuddenly attacked by 
die Duke of Norfolk, they were entirely routed, and, 
thoi^ Jl^^ave lud the good Fortune to efcape, 
Tilly and feventy-four others were taken and hanged 
on the Walls of Carlijle. 

Sir Francis Bigod and another with a Body of 
People attempted at the faihe Time to fiirprize HttU% 
but their Leaders were ipade Prifoners, and foon af- 
ter executed. 

" Thefe Proceedings fo angered the King, fays Ra- 
ping " that, notwithftanding he had granted a Par- 
** don to thofe concerned In the firft Tarkjhire Rebel- 
" lion, he caufed to be executed the Lord D'Arcj^ 
*' Afiie^ aral fix of the Family of Kildare, in order 
" to ftrikc a Terror into the Irifo^ they feeming ac 
" this Time much inclinable to rebel: " But the 
youngeft Son of the Earl of Kildare had the Luck tp 
efcape, and fled for Refuge to Cardinal Pole, who w^ 
likewife under the King's high Difpleafurc. 

AJke, having left the Court without Leave, was 
taken, executed, and hanged in Chains ; the Lord 
D'Arcy was beheaded on Tower-bill, the Lord HuJJy at 
Lincoln, who was no lefs than eighty Years old ; Sif 
Robert Conftable fufFered at Hull, Sir John Bultncr, Sk 
Thomas Percy, Sir Stephen Hamilton, Nicholas JVeft, and 
fFilliam Kumley at Tyburn ; and Margaret Cheney, a]ia$ 
Lady Bulmer, was burnt in Smithfield. 

On the i8lh of 05. Qieen Jane died ''"■*< E.J- 
in Child-bed of Prince Edfward, (after- '^'ftts^ 
wards King Edward the Vlth) and for X// 
his Queen's Death the King expreffed 
great Concern, a new love-fit being not yet come on 
him. 

His Majefly, having caufed his near Rtvinald 
Kinfman, Reginald Pole, to be educated in Pole educated 
Corpus Chrifti College, Oxford, and made "' ''" *^'"s'' 
him Dean of Exeter, for his further ^"^'""■ 
^ui;apon fenf him to lludy at Padua, and allowed 

him 
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him a handfome Penrion : But no Jboner did the King 
break with the Pope than Pole entered the Lift, and 
wrote a Book in Defence of hb Holincfs, which fo 
chinned his Majcfty, that he fcnt to complain of it 
to his Mother in very fevere Terms, and at die lame 
Time fent a Meffenger to command him to return (o 
England. Upon this Pole's Mother wrote him a 
Letter, * the Original of which is preferved in the 
Excheijufr Record-e^ee) and, as her Son did not com- 
ply with her Requeft, the King not only withdrew 
'Cmdcmniifir the Penfion he allowed him, but alfo 
^rtafm. got him Condemned in Form for Hi^ 

Treafbn. 

JtfoA a Car- After Ais he retired to a Venetiaa Mb- 
£aal. naftery, where he was treated with the 

greateft Refpeft both by the Court of Rrnnt and 
the Venetians-, being made a Cardinal, after which 
he continued AJsroad till the Death of Henrj the 
VlUdx.

a fincere Heart. It was a common Thing to have 
Protefiants bumed one Day for denying the real Pre^ 
fence in the Sacrament^ and the Papijis hanged and 
quartered the next, for denying the King'j Supremacy : 
Nay, at the fame Time and Place, that three Prete- 
' fiant Divines fiiffered the Torments of the mcrcilels 
Fire, three Popifh Doftors were hanged ; which made 
a Frenchman cry out, Good God! hew do the People make 
a Shift to live, where Papifts are hanged and Antipapifla 
are burnt?

'S37- greater. Cromwell was created a Ba- 

ron, next Lord Privy Seal, and Earl of EJfeXj Knt- 
of the Garter, Vice-regent-gcneral of the King's Au- 
thority in Ecclefiaftical Affairs, fitting in Convoca- 
tion among the Biftiops, and ever prefiding over 
them i though he was a mighty Promoter of the Re- 
The Movafle- f'>^fi'^^i°^i ^"'^» perceiving the King_had 
riisfuffrefed. a mind to ftipprefs all the Monafteries in 
general, (not fo much out of Zeal for Re- 
ligion as for the Lucre of their Revenues) he counte- 
nanced him in it. As the King and his Minifter found, 
from the Rebellions that had arifen on the Suppref- 
fion of the leffer Monafteries, that the Nation was ge- 
nerally difturbed, though the King had got an Adt 
of Parliament for what he had in View, Cromwell ad- 
vifed his Majefty not to take that Way at firft, but to 
proceed upon a general Vilitation of them. This being 
approved of, Cornmiffions iffued accordingly, and 
few were found fo guiltlefs as to dare to withftand 
their Proceedings, and the LJcentioufnefs of the reft 
was fo artfully divulged, that at laft they were every 
where rendered fo odious to the People, that never 
" any Undertaking of fo great Confequence, and fo full 
of Hazard, was fo eafily accompliflied, as his general 
Subverfion of our Englijh Monafteries. 

Q-eimJseU 
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Crotmoell further prevailed with the King to fup- 
prels the fVorJhip^ng of Images, whereby., he laid, 
God was robbed of bis due Honoury which the pious 
King would by no means fuffer ; yet, on the other 
hand, nothing but Periecudons were for fomc time 
carried on againd Tuch as did not aflent to the new 
Eftablifhment ; for this Year was principally employ- 
ed in burning Protefiants and hanging PapiJlSj who 
refufed complying therewith. 

The following Year our unhappy Country was like- 
wife fprinkled with the Blood of feveral j^farnuii ef 
worthy Men, and the Marquis of Exeter, Exeter anrfo- 
the Earl of Devon/hire, and Lord Monta- if>^' btbiad- 
cute, a Knight, with two Priefts and a "'■ 
Mariner were condemned, and all execut- 
ed for Treafon j but Sir Geoffrey Pool found Means 
to obtain a Pardon, which was a Favour the King 
rarely granted to thofe that tranfgreffed his new 
Law. 

The lafl: Executions had not been over y^^ Nicholas 
long before Sir Nicholas Carew, Knt. of the Carew be- 
Garter, and one that had been a great Favou- headtd. 
rite with our Monarch, fufFered the unhappy 
Fate of the above Lords, being beheaded for Treafon : 
And the next Man that fell a Viftim to his Matter's 
PaHlon was Cromwell himfelf, though he continued 
to do every thing he thought would pleafe the King, 

Notwithftanding immenfe Sums had been brought 
into the King's Coffers from the Deftruftion of theReli- 
gious Houfes, our open-fifted Prince did not keep it 
long there, for he was as lavifh in fiquandering it away, 
as he had been eager in having it collected ; and, as 
the King conceived he had but little Occafion for 
Cromwell, he fuffered him to be arretted c^o^^^,eJl 
at the Council-table, and carried to the ammitttd /» 
Tower, to the great Rejoicing, fays a Per- theTowtx. 
fon of Honour, of the Popilh Party, and 
ptoji of the Nobilit/, who bated bim, becaufe, from a 
Ccc z man 
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mean Original the King bad advanced him to fo great 
Honour. But Crgmweir& Crime was that of dalhing 
againit the Rock on which two before had fplit ; the 
King, pretending more than ordinary Love for Qyeen 
ya»e, had not fo toon provided himfelf with another 
Wife as he had been ufed to do; and Cromwell^ wilhng 
to ftrengthen the Reformation^ advifed the King to mar- 
Anne/"Cleve ry.'^wSj the Sifter of the Duke ofCSfW, 
ihi King', ^b which Marriage took at firft -, but, after 
U^fi. fix Months Cohabitation, this Lady was 

'54°- repudiated; and, inftead of the Title of 

Queen, was forced to be contented with that of the 
King's adopted Sifter. The Caufe for the Divorce of 
this Lady was diverily fpoken of, but three in particu* 
]ar forwarded it much : Firft, The King, having taken 
her unfeen, found himfelf miftaken in her Beauty, 
Does not likt ^°''' ''^ l^^^nis. Nature In that refpeft had 
h,r. not been very bountiful to her. Se- 

condly. Some natural Dcfedt in this Lady 
was a Bar to Enjoyment, which feems probable 
from her own Conteffions -, for in a Letter, wherein 
fhe fubmits herfelf to the Judgment of the Parlia- 
ment, fhe affirms, the King never knew her carnally. 
thirdly, The King had another in his B'ye, which he 
fancied better, who was the Lady Catherine Howard. 
^fow Cromwell, having been the Promoter of the 
Match with Ann, and the King having a mind to Ca~ 
tberine, who, locking upon Cromwell as a Hindrance 
to her Advancement, became his Enemy, and per- 
fuaded the King to get rid of him s and, though the 
Crinics objefted againft him were ca- 
Sff ^^' P'^^'' y^^' "^^ being permitted to fpeak 
™ ' foi- himfelf, the Proceedings againft him 

Gaijnot but be thought extreamly rigorous. In ihort» 
;|ie Accufations againft him vere chiefly for an 
Ufurparibn of Power, in fetting at Liberty certain 
Perfons not entitled toitj granting certain Licences, 
gnd piaking feverai Commiffion? in high Affairs, 
vithout 
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without the King's Knowledge; of being anHeretick, 
and a Favourer of them -, but that the Head of the 
Church, the Vicegerent in fpiritual Affairs, fhould be 
an Heretick leems very inconfiftent : Though thefe 
were only pretended Crimes, to put the better Co- 
lour on the King's Injuftice, his Miftrefe hated him, 
and the King refoived he Jhould die ; ac- jnihebeaitiL 
cordingly he was beheaded on Tower-hill 
on the 28rhof7»«(f, 1540: Dying with great .Pre- 
fence of Mind, profefling himfeif upon the Scaffold 
a true Catbolkk Chrifiian, which being a general Term, 
it is uncertain whether he meant of the Romijb or Rf- 
formed Communion. However, the King carried his 
Refentment no fiirther -, for, before the End of the 
Year, he created CronvweWs Son a Lord, and reftored 
his Father's Eftate to him. 

On the 30th of July fix Priefts were jy^ Exeew- 
drawn upon Hurdles to Smithfieid., where tions. 
three were burnt, Iseing charged with He- 
refy ; and the other three, being cfiarged with Treafon, 
were hanged, drawn and quartered. 

Soon after the Lord Leonard Gray, who was Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland., was recalled from thence, ftnt 
to the Tower, and the next Year was beheaded for 
Treafon. 

On the 4th of Juguft no lefs than feven Perfons 
were executed, for denying the King's Supremacy. 

Blood and Luji went hand in hand 1 for, whillt thefe 
Executions were carrying on, the King Catherine 
married the Lady Catherine Howard, and HowanJ, tb» 
on the 8th of Aiguft fhe was publickly -*''V'' S'* 
fliewed as (^een, which Honour ihe nei- ^'f^^ 
ther enjoyed long ; for, on the 12th of ^^^^^ed 
February., 1 54 1 , Ihe was likewife beheaded Multoy. 
for Adultery, which flie confeffed. 

So that the Reader may here obferve, _ „ . 
that Catherine and y4nn were the Ruin of tLn! ei^il'i 
jjothMafter and S^n^ant -, that in lefs than fa}it/. 
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ten Years He?iry had five Wives ; and, what is more 
remarkable, that Jnna Bulleyn, who was the Ruin of 
Cardinal Wolfey^ Cromwell's Malter, was afterwards 
brought to the Block ; that Catherine Howard, who 
was the Ruin of Cromwell, met with the iatne Fate, 
being accufed, condemned, and executed for the fame 
Crime, though perhaps not both equally guilty. 
jhathtr hif*r- "^^^ Severities that had been Ihewn 
rtaim. to both Papifis and Proteftants raifed a ge- 

neral Difcontent throughout the King- 
dom, which caufed a Revolt in Torkjbire -, but it was 
foon quelled, and. Sir John Nevill, with feveral 
other Gendemen and Yeoman, were executed at 
Terk. 

_. But this did not fatisfy the King, for 
vS'£b- l»f c*"*"^** the aged Countefe of Salijhury 
trti. to be fent to the Tower, it being Crime 

fufficient for her to be of the Houfe of Tork -, though 
Ihe was attainted of -Treafon, yet beheaded without 
being heard. 

M jv la f Notwithftanding all this the King's 

Parliamfta. Mind ftiU run upon marrying again j but, 

1541. as he had fuch bad Luck with his Wives, 

the Parliament took the fame into Con- 

fideration ; and, to prevent any more fuch Difafters, 

they caufed it to be enacted, " That, if the King 

*' fhould happen to marry 3 Woman that had been be- 

" fore incontinent, if (he concealed the fame, it Ihould 

be deemed High Treafon." But thisAit, however well 

intended, did the King a Difkindnefs -, for {fo fewchofe 

to run the Hazard of entering into the 

^hhdifpka- ^""Js of Matrimony with him, who had 

fed at it. got fuch a Knack of diffolving them, 

knowing in what a fiippery State they 

muft be in, if he, after receiving them to his Bed, 

Ihould, through any Miftake, declare them no Maids) 

pur Ladies at home refufed his Courtfhip ; however, 

the King wanting a Wife, he was pleafed to look A- 

t^road 
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iHtiad for one this Time ; for which Purpofe he fcnt 
an Ambaflador to demand the Princefs >r - 
Chriftima, * Sifter to the King of Den- piZ"fi n- 
mark, in Marriage, and withal writ her fifa th* 
a Letter " with his own Hand. The ■^V^ Caiirt~ 
Princeii anfwered the Letter, wherein ^'^' 
** flie thanked the King for the Honour defigned her, 
*' which flie would gladly have accepted, had ihe 
** been fo happy as to have had two Heads \ but, as 
** ihe had but one, fhe hoped the King would ex- 
*' cufe her for declining the Honour, beuig willing 
*• to keep that on her Shoulders." 

The King, finding himfelf difappointed . w^«>Jm 
Abroad, fixed at laft upon a Widow at ^y mfi. 
Home,theLady Cfl/iiwr(»f /'flrr,who being 1543. 
indeed a Lady of Integrity and Worth, 
and of Maturity of Years, he lived after Marriage 
well with her in Appearance ; but, towards the Elnd 
of the King's Life, (he was in great Danger of loflng 
hersi not for Adultery, but for a Crime he ufed to pu- 
nilh as feverely, Herefy, of which ihe $yei,i,^tich- 
was much fufpefted by Stephen Gardi- tdfir Hirefy. 
ner, and others of the fame Kidney ; in 
which, by the King's Confent, they had proceeded lb 
far againft the Queen, as to procure a Warrant to 
carry her to the Tower ; but her prudent SubmifTion 
to the King took off the. Edge ot his Anger, and 
thereby not only prevented the Edge of the Ax com- 
ing too near her, but defeated die Defigns of her 
Enemies. 

Thefe Years Henry continued to fpend his ,„^ 
Time in hanging Papifis and burning Prete- 
ftants that did not comply with the Afts and ^^^' 
Orders he caufed to be made for fupporting his vior 
lent Meafures. 

About this Time the King was employed in carry- 
ing 

• Whofc Piflure ii fUll in tlie Royal Palace at Bat/^ltn-aurt. 
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*ng on a War both againft France and Scotland ; but 
he foon clapt up a Peace with both Nations. 
Tfe Duir ef '^''^ Year 1546 was ufliered in with 
Norfolk and fpillingmoreBlood, and the Dulceof iVor- 
hii Sen in C«- folk^ one of Wolfefs molt inveterate Ene- 
f"^- mies, now felt the EfFefts of his Mailer's 

reformngS^wiX. ; for he was committed to the "Tower^ 
as well as his Son, the moft learned and noble Earl of 
Sitrryy who was tried and convifted of what was called 
Treafon in thofe Times, and, fome Days before the 
King's Death, was beheaded, as would likewife have 
been the Father, had not that Exit prevented it. 

Burnet, and other Authors have indeed talked of 
Welfy'i abjeft Behaviour on his Bifgrace ; but, give 
us Leave to lay, no Man could behave with a 
meaner Submiffion than the Duke of Norfolk did upon 
his being fent to the Tower ; for Proof of which fee 
Lord Herbert''^. Hiftory, in which is likewife the fol- 
lowing among many other Confeflions. 

I Thomas, Tiuke of Norfolk, <fo confefs and ac- 
knowledge myfelfmoft untruly, and contrary lo my Oatb 
and MlegiancSy lo have offended the King's moji excellent 
Majefiy in the difclojing and opening of his privy Let- 
ters, and Counfels, at divers a^d fundry Times, to divers 
and fundry Perfons, to the great Peril of his Highnefsy 
and difappsinting of his ntqft prudent and royal Affairs.

Could as much be ever found agdnft Welfey ? If a 
Soldier Behaved thus under Misfortunes, why fliould 
we wonder at a /iii/)&/a/Ai»/^fr's being uneafy, when 
his ungrateful Matter was about to deliver him over 
to the Mercy of his Enemies ? 

The Duke of Suffolk, it is true, by his complying 
with the King in all his Humours, had the good 
Fortune to die in his Bed.

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That Henry was % BIcwdy King the A ntee^itu- 
many Execurions, he caufcd to be made ^{'''« < '<** 
after he had difmifled his moft prudent ***' ^'' 
and humane Minifter, fiilly teftify. Even 
the Death of Empfan and DuMty, at the Beginning of 
his Reign, reflcft Dithonour upon him, notwithftand- 
ing it was done by the Command of his Father, whole 
Coffers had been fiJJed by their Iniquities. But far 
lels Caufe had he to put to Death Edmund de la Pole, 
who had been made Prifoner by Henry the Vllth, 
though Reafotis of State might colour it. For the 
fame bad Reafons alfo was Margaret^ Countefs of Sa/tJ^ 
bury. Daughter to Geetge Duke of Qarence, Brother 
to Edward the IVth, thoi^h fevcnty Years of Age, 
condemned without a Hearing, and beheaded ; becauTe, 
forlboth, there had been a Rebellion in Torkjhire^ and 
the King thought they had a Refpeft for this aged 
Countefs, who was of the Blood Royal of the Houfe 
of Tori. The like Kindnefs he alfo fhewed to the 
Marquis of Exeter^ his firft Coufin on the Mo- 
ther's Side, being the Son of Catherine^ Daughter 
to King Edward the IVth y and it was obfervabYc of 
Henry, the longer he reigned the more cruel he grew» 
and the more Blood he Oied. 

To fum up all, in this King*s Reign ^ Ridul ef 
there fell two Queens, two Cardinals, bhCrueliiJ. 
(for Cardinal PeU flood condemned, 
though not apprehended) two Dukes, Marquifes, 
Earls, and Earl Sons I2, Barons and Knights i8, 
which could not but much irritate the temporal Nobi- 
lity ; of Btfhops, Abbots, Priors, Monks, and Priefts, 
no lefs than 77, which as much incenfed the Clergy 
againft him ■, " and of the more Common Sorts, (fays 
Lord Herbert) " between one Religion and the other, 
•' huge Multitudes." And, having offtndcd }\\% Reman 
Catbolick Subjcfts by difowning the See of Reme^ and 
his Protefiant Subjefts by rejefling the Reformation, he 
was brought at lafl: to that unhappy Period to leave

As no Man could meafure his Happineis by his 
Greatnefe, fb neither can they take any Scantling of 
his Greatnefs by any Thing the World calls Happi- 
nefs. In Ihort, Henry was in the latter Part of his Life 
as much hated, and feared, as he was in the firft Part 
Biilhaibatid honoured, reverenced, and loved. On

Thb General was no Iboner come into Sawy^ but 
all the Places on this Side Mount Cms opened 
their Gates to the Fretub. The Duke, underlland- 
ing that the Emperor was gone upon an Expedition 
to TumSf endeavoured to ward off the Storm, (hav- 
mg not Troops fufiicient to make Head againft the 
Fretub) by offering feveral Conceflions to them, whkh 
he at fiift refufed to give, and they at this Time 
to accept of : And, what made the Duke's Ai^n 
much worfe, his People, being greatly diflatisfied 
with his Goveniment, rcTolted and took put with, 
the Frencb. ■ In this Diftrels, as the French were over- 
running his Country, he ordered the Pals of Suze to 
be guarded, in hopes to ilop their Progrels ^ but, 
it being refolved on txta late, the Frencb continued 
their March and came before TurtHy which imme- 
diately furrendercd, and the poor Duke was obliged to 
fly to Verceil.

io Years, which put an end to the War. 

King Francis, having by this reftored ^'"S Frano» 
Peace to his Country, made fcvcral excel- '^"g^^'"' 
lent Edifts, particularly one, " That Cu- 
*' rates (hould keep a Regifter of all Chriftnlngsj" 
*rhith the French Authors allow was taken from the 
EngUJh, who had fet up the fame Courfe by the Ad- 
vice of the great Lord Cromwell. 

The Emperor, having an Occafion yj^ Emperm- 
to go into Spain, obtained a Permiffion pajfa ihraugh 
to pafs through France, the King giving f «««• 
Orders, that his Imperial Majefly Ihould '^39- 

be moft honourably received at every City, and that 
he might exercife the fame Authority as himfelf. 
" January xhc ift, the Emperor made 
fib publick Entry into Paris in great JWa^^^J'^a- 
State, the two Sons of France nding ,,,(,, 

on each Side of him ; and, at his De- 
parture, the King accompanied him to St. ^iniiny 
and the young Princes as far as Valenciennies. 

The Emperor foHicited the King to France ^^.r»- 
reftorc the Duke of Savoy to his T^- td hy Fav<m~ 
ritories, which Francis at laft complied rim 
with. But he foon grew jealous of '^*'* 

thofe about him, and, though ■ three Noblemen had 
Jtrincipally engrofled his Favour, the Conftable, the 

Car- 
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Cardinal of LeratH^ and Admiral Brian ; yet the 
laft, having got the Start of the other two, they 
contrived to ruin him, got him imprifoned, and, 
by the Means of Chancellor Poytt, was brought to 
his Trial, by which he was fo far condemned, that he 
was divefted of his Offices, and declared unworthy 
of holding any for the future, fined 70,000 Crowns, 
and ihut up in the BafiiU. 

Some Months after the Admiral ob- 
£'*5-'gS" taincd a Review of the Caufe, and was 
' 1551! cleared from the Charge brought againft 
him } but, being a Man of a haughty 
Spirit, the Affront ftuck fo clofe to him, that he 
died of Grief before the Year expired. 

The Chancellor not long after had 
ii&ractd. his Turn, and was difgraced, occafioned 

by his refilling to fet the Seals to an 
Order, for removing a Caufe from one Court to ano- 
ther ; and, his Conduct being examined into, he was 
found fo faulty, that he was firft ftript of his Of- 
fice, and then confined to the Tower of Beurges^ 
from whence he obtained his Liberty on no other 
Terms, than giving up his All for his Ranfom.

In Confequcnce of this Henry the VlUth Henry a,^

The King of France employed part Th* ^"r 
of this Year in endeavouring to recover '^u'' 
Bologtt by Force of Arms, but he mifcar- ^' . 

ried, which ' put him upon projefting to attack 
King Henry in his own Kingdom, and for that Pur- 
pofc fitted out aFleet : But this Way of proceeding did 
not by any means anfwer what was propofed, (for Free 
Britons were ever alarmed at a French Government) 
which caufed Francis ferioufly to think of fettling 
the Matters in Difference with the Englijb in an 
amicable Way, 

This Year a Peace was made be- _ „ , 
tween Henry and Francis, by which the " ilfb. 
French was to pay 800,000 Crowns 
to the Englifi, who agreed thereon to reftorc Bo- 
hgn, &c. 

ThelatterYearsofFriWrt/s Life were 
grievous to him, the Remembrance of ,i„„'f^^'^^^, 
the Misfortunes, which the ill Conduct jami- 
of his Minifters had brought upc* him, 
plunged him into a ^3eep Melancholy, though ibnie 
Authors relate, that the Occafion of this moody

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Difpofition was a Difeafc he catched from one oT 
his Miftrefies. It fecms he fell m Love with 
the Wife of a noted Counfellor in Paris, a ve- 
ry beautiful and graceful Woman, who could not 
be prevailed upon to indulge the King's Wiflies, 
but difmiffed him with very harfli Words, which 
grieved the King exceedingly. But fome of the 
Pimps Royal hearing of it, they told the King, 
that he might force her away by his Authority. 
Upon this one of them informed the Lady, who 
imparted it to her Hufband. The Counfellor, per- 
ceiving that both himfclf and his Wife woulcf be 
obliged to leave the Kingdom, and were not fure 
of efcaping unlefs they obeyed the Monarch, at 
laft gave his Wife leave to indulge the King in 
ail his Wifhes, and, that he might be no Obftacle, 
pretended to have Bufinels in the Country for eight 
or ten Days, In the mean time he kept himfelf 
private in Parts, and, by frequenting Bawdy-houfes, 
lendeavoured to catch the Venereal Difeafe, in or- 
der to give it his Wife, that fhe might infcA the 
King. He foon found what he fought, effe^ually 
infefted his Wife, the King catched the Diftemper 
of her, and he gave it afterwards to feveral of his 
Miftrelles, thougK himfelf was never throughly cured ; 
for, during the Remainder of his Days, he was uib. 
healthy, peevifli, troublefome, and inaccelTiblc. 

His Children alfo brought great AfBiftions upon 
him ; his eldefl: Son, who was called after his own 
^ame, was poifoned with fonicwhat intiifed into a 
Cup of Water, and died in the Caftle of Tktws, the 
Lofe of whom gave Francis great Uneafinefs. His 
jfecond fwaycd the Sceptre after him by the Name 
pf Henry the lid, who affliiftcd his Father greatly, 
pot only in holding a Correfpondcnce with Montmo' 
fency^ who was in Difgrace, but by making ^ Cabal

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Some Pcribns of good Senfe are of Opinion, that 
the bare Competition between Charles and Francis^ 
was more than fufficient for the Protejiants to fup- 
port themfelves ; and that the Reafon why Luther 
had fucceeded better thati many Reformers, his Pre- 
deceffors, was, becaufc he made his Appearance un- 
der the favourable Aufpices of thofe two great Princes 
thwarting one another, who favoured this new Seift 
aitcmatelyi and, when it was fettled in Germanyt it 
fent fuch Succours to the Calvinifis in France, as were 
fufficient to enable them to keep their Ground. 
■ Francis made a Regulation throughout his Domi- 
nions which deferves remarking, for he abolifhed the 
carrying on the Proceedings of Law in a different 
Language from that of his Kingdom, which had been 
to that Time in Latin j * and this became fo 
much corrupted that it was Icarce known but by

|ERDINAND, Brother ra Charles theYth^ 
I was clefted King of the Rfmam at Co- 
' legn, on the Eve of EpipbaK^y in the Year 
\ 1531, and cm the nth of yartuary wzi 
with great Solemnity crowned with the Silver 
Crown of Q>arlemainy kept as a great Relick. Af- 
ter the Solemnity was over the Emperor ufcd all 
his Endeavours to unite the Cbriftian Princes in a 
League againit Soli/Han^ called the Great Turk, whofft 
powcrfiil Arms threatned all Europe. 

In the Year 1532 SoUman entered 
Httttgary with a mighty Army, which ^"^J^ "^ 
was fo cfFeftually oppofed by the Ger- leiz^' 
mans, that the Enemy made no material 
Progrefs, but retumMi to ConftantinopUj and the Elm- ' 
peror fet out for Itafy: From whence, having fet- 
tled his Affairs in that Country, he took his Way 
through Pavia^ and came to Genoa, where he vras 
entertained in the Palace of /indreva Doria. At the 
Ifles ctf Hieres he was prefented with 
frelh Provifions by the General of the ^jf^^^ . 
French Gallics, and in j^ril, he landed 1533!^"'"

The French King having married bis Son, the 
Duke of Orleans, to Catherine de Medkis, the Pope's 
Niece, they had an Interview on the 6th of OSiober 
'533> ^* Marfeilles. Every body judged this Inter- 
view would produce a bloody War, becaufe the 
French King aimed at Milan, and the Pope at M(h 
dena and other Places ; but the Emperor had no 
Mind Q> part with either of them \ though, through

t^en in TavtV, and were fo cheap, that a Slave was 
fold for ten Ducats, and near 20,060 Chrifiians were 
delivered out of Captivity. 

After the Emperor's Return from his '^' Emfen^ 
Expedition to Africa^ in the Year 1537, *^^' " ^''" 
a War broke out between him and the 15J7. 

King of France , and in the mean time 
the Emperor of the. Turks turned his Amis againft 
Venice^ which was carried on with various Succeia 
on both Sides. 

This Year proved more peaceable Popf Pa«i m- 
than the former Years, through the En- "^^p"^^ "' 
deavours of Pope Paul the Illd, who lets. 
uled all his Intereft to unite the Cbrijiian 
Princes ag^nft the Infidels, and had already entered 
into a League for that Purpofe with the Emperor 
and the Venetians ; but, to make it yet ftronger, 
wanted the King of France to come into it ; which 
in Time he accompliflied, by prevailing upon Cbarks 
and Francis to fign a Truce for ten Years, and it was 
proclaimed at Nice the 1 8th of June.

other ; and that nothing but the D^th of the one 
pr the other fecmed any Way probable to reconcile 
fhem } yet, fo liable to change are human Affairs, 
(his very Emperor, before this Year expired, ftt out to 
pafs into the LowCountries through France, taking only 
the French King's bare Word for his being well treat- 
ed, whicli Journey the Emperor took on the follow^ 
ing Occafion. 

A RcielBcn f^» Imperia! Majefty was prej^ring 

M Flanders, t^ pafs irom Spam into Jlaly when News 
was brought him, that a RebelHon was 
broke out in Gbentj which made him alter his Relblu- 
tion, and take a Journey for Flanders through France % 
many endeavoured to diiliiade him from it, becaufe 
of the Danger of putting himfelf in the Power of 
Francis ; but, not regarding their Remonftrance, he 
fet forward by the Poft with, a fmail Retinue. 

Monfieur Granville, being fent before to advertife 
the King of his coming, he prefently fent his two 
Sons, the Dauphin, and the Duke of Orleans^ with 
Sfc Emperor '^^ Conftable Montmoren^, to meet and 
atttndti^tht condud him. Some report, when the 
DaaphinaKd Dukc of OrUafis met the Emperor id 
tbebuk: ^f France^ he, laying his Hand on his Back, 
reans. ^^j^^ i'ield yourfelf a Prijentr, To which 

the Emperor made no Anfwer, but embraced him.

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like to have been ftjfled. Then they removed to 
Blots, and thence to Orleans, where a ConfiiJtation 
"was held about detaining the Emperor, which Mor.t- 
merency exclaimed againlt', as a bale Breach of Faith : 
But an Accident, or rather Contrivance, faved the 
Emperor. He being in Difcourfe with the Dutchefs 
lyEJiampeSf who was in great Favour with tne King, 
dcfignedly let fall a Ring of a prodigious Value, 
which Ihe took upland offered him ; but he refufed 
to receive it, defiring her to keep it in Memory 
of his pafling through France. This Generofity fo 
. obliged the Lady, that Ihe prevailed on the King 
not to detain him ; fo that we may fay, for ence the 
French kept their Faith. From Orleans the Emperor 
went to Fountainbleau, fpent (bme Days there, and 
then proceeded to Paris, where he was received 
with the greateft Magnificence imaginable. The 
King waited on the Emperor as far as St. ^uintin^ 
and the two Young Princes condufted him to Va- 
lencienneSi and there they took their Leave of him, 
who was highly pleafed with the Honours done h\m, 
in France. Upon his Arrival in Flanders he foon found 
the Means of quelling the Rebellion that had broke 
out at Ghent. 

This Year the Turks and Venetians can- 5J' Turks 
eluded a Peace. In 5^^/. Pope Paul ""'^ ^™^ 
confirmed the Order inftituted by St. Ig- ^apj'"'" ' 
Jiatius of Loyola, commonly known by 
the Name of the Society of Jefus, which was after- 
wards again confirmed by Pope Julius the Illd j the 
Eoundcr whereof died in the Year 1556.

After the 
Diet broke up the Emperor palTed into Italy^ and 
} e met the Pope at Lucca, where he prepared for hU 
£jcpedition to Jl^iersy and accordingly repaired on 
board his Fleet ; but a terrible Storm 
Maht !mvn. grifing, before he had larded his Stores 
Z^Ub'ii,^- ^"*^ Provifions, it prevented his taking 
gim. the City. In the Height of this Storm 

came his Fleet from Spain, all which, 
except fome few great Ships, were caft away ; fo that 
in a ihort Space above 150 Ships were loft -, yet 
ibme Horfes and the Men were faved j leveral Gal- 
lies alfo, having ftruggled all Night with the Tempeft, 
in the Morning run themfelves a-ground, where the 
Aahs killed the Men as they came on Shore. The 
Emperor took this Difappointment very patiently, be- 
ing only heard to fay, Tl^ Will he done. 

Ferdinand Cortes, who conquered Mexico, was with the 
Etnperor in this Expedition, and advifed him to re- 
. turn into Spain, and leave him with the Army to take 
the City; but the great Officers oppofed it j fo that Or- 
ders were given to repair on board, and, that there might 
be more Room for the Men, fo many Ships being lofl:, 
the Horfes were ordered to be thrown into the Sea, 
which the Owners being unwilhng to perform, the 
Emperor himfelf went from Ship to Ship to fee it 
done. His Majefty going once towards the Sea, the 
Soldiers, thinking he would go on board and leave 
them, began to mutter j but he, turning to them 
with a pleafant Countenance, faid. Do not fear, wf 
Friends, I am not going ; I ajfure you, if any Body be 
left herCy it Jhdl be me ; for I will not flir till I fee 
you all fafe. In fine, the Forces were all fhippedoff", 
and, after a troublefome Voyage, the Emperor landed 
fafe at Cartbagena, where he was received with ex- 
traordinary Joy, all Spain being in great fear for him > 
and thus ended this unhappy Expedition.

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This Year was no fooner approached, War het^im

In 1544 the Emperor held a Diet at ^ P''f "' 
Spire, where the German Eleftors came ^','^' 
to a Refolution to aiTift the Emperor a- 
gainft the Turks ; but the Confideration refpcfting 
Rehgion was deferred to a more convenient Opportu- 
nity, the Emperor having his Hands full of the 
French and Turks. However, he had the 
good Fortune to defeat the French in P' ^"Z*"'" 
Piedmont ; and then marched his Ar- pjench 
my in order to make the beft of his 
Way to Paris. In the Courfe of this Progrefs 
he took feveral Places, and at length came' with- 
in feventeen Ihort Leagues of that City, which 
put the Citizens into fo great a Confternation, that 
they begun to ihip off their beft Effects : This cauf- 
ed Francis to fend 6000 Foot and 300 Horfe to 
defend the City ; yet he foon entered 
into a Treaty with the Emperor, and -^ ^''" *** 
Peace was proclaimed at Crejpi, which auJFnZe. 
prevented the fiorther Efftifion of Blood 
on that Side. 

Whilft that Peace was concluding Henry the Vlllth 
pnd his Army were before Bologn, whither the Em- 
peror fcnt to give him an Account of what he 
Fffi had 
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had done -, to whom Hemy fent for Anfwer, " That 
*' his Imperial Majefly might do for himielf as he 
*' pleafcd, but, for his own Part, he intended to carry 
*' on the War." 

J French The Batteries raifed againft Bologn 

Officer put ia fo terrified the Governor, that he bafely 
Viatbfer furrendred the Place without ftanding 
C'^arMce. g^ Affault, for which he afterwards loft 
his Head at Paris. 

The Marfhal de Biez, who had thrown himfelf into 
Montrueill, made a better Defence, and the Duke of 
J^orfolk, who had beficged him, fearing the French Ar- 
my might obftrud his rejoining the King, drew off and 
reuimed to the main Army. Then Henry^ having 
left Bologv well provided for Defence, returned to 
Calais, and thence foon fet fail for England: And the 
Emperor, having put an End to the War, fpent 
the Winter at Brujels. 

The Year 1545 was the quieteft Charles 
the Vth enjoyed in the whole Courfe of his 
Reign; for King Francis, tired with continual Wars, 
nnd Age coming on him, ftriftly obferved the Peace 
lately concluded j and the King of England, farisfied 
with the taking of Bologn, peaceably remained in his 
own Kingdom 1 fo that there was no more War 
between thefe three Monarchs during tl^e Remainder 
of their refpe^ive Lives. 

The Emperor '^^^ fimperof next Commenced a War 
turned bis againft the Lutherans, which was carried 
jrMi agaiir/t pD in the Year 1546, and at laft ended 
Luthe- in his Favour, In this Year died* the 
'" .5 . King of England, who w^ fucceeded by 
his Son Edward,

In Jhort, the Emperpf was no fooner ^' pBipenr 
rid of one War. but he was engaged ^^^^* "' 
in another, to the Time he abdicated 
the Throne. And Hiftorians fay of him in general 
that he was a Bigot in Religion, but otherwife a Prince 
of great Wifdom and Penetration, and, to Ihew he 
was a Prince of Humour, they relate fome of hjs 
Determinations and Adventures, particularly bis de- 
ciding a Controverfy between two great Ladies ia 
Point of Ceremony after the following Manner. 

Mad^m de Berg and Madam de Bre- 
derode, who had quarrelled in the Church 
for Precedency, brought their Caufe to "tnJri^, 
be tried before the Council of State, 
where, in Confideration of the great Quality of both 
Parties, they were declared equal j but, not being 
latisfied, appealed to the Emperor's Judgment, who, 
to humble their Pride, gave Sentence in thefe Words, 
Let the maddeft go foremojt^ or, the greateft Fool go 
jirft. To this give us leave to add two of his plea- 
fant Advenpares. 

Firji, Being eager in the Purfuit of y^ ^ _^^ 
3 Stag, he loft his Company, and kill- tiernvra that 
ed the Stag two Miles from Madrid ; W'^ '■*' ^'"■ 
when an old Country Fellow happened ^"''"' 
to come by with an Afi and a Load of Wood, he of- 
fered to give him more than the Wood was worth, 
if he would carry the Stag to Madrid \ and the 
Countryman merrily anlwered. By the Lordy Friend, 
1 believe you're a Fool ; yoa fee the Stag is heavier 
than the Afs and the Wood together^ afid yet you i^euld 
have the poor Afs carry him ; it vjere better that you, 
who fire a young lufiy Fellow, Jbould cany tbem hth.

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The Emperor was pleafed wit|l the Reply, and, 
whilft he waited for his Compimy, fell into Dif- 
courfe with the old Man, alking him. How mofiy 
Kings be bad known ? The Peafant anfwered, I bave 
lived under five Kings, John, bis Son Henry, King 

Ferdinand, King Philip, and tbis Charles. Wbkb of 

them. Father, fays the Emperor, was the heji, and 
wbicb the worfif There is no Doubt to be made, re- 
plied the old Man, hut Ferdinand was the befi -, and 
who the worfi, I Jban^t fay ; hut he we bave now is 
had enough, always ramhling to Italy, Germany, and 
Flanders, carrying all the Money out of Spain ; and, 
though his Revenues are great enough to conquer the 
H^orld, yet he is always laying new Taxes -, fo that we 
poor Countrymen are quite beggared. The Emperor, 
finding the Fellow was in earneft, began to plead 
his own Caufe, the bcft he could without difcover- 
ing himfelf, till his Company came up ; when the 
Countryman, feeing the Refpeft they fhewed him, 
faid, B were pleafant, if it fhould -prove to he the 
King, but bad I kitown it, IJbould bteue faid much mere: 
And the Emperor was fo far ft'om being difpleafed 
with the Difcourfe, that he gave the old Man 
a Sum of Money, and fettled a Portion on his 
Daughter. 

Second, His Imperial Majefty another Time, lofing 
himfelf a hunting, came after Midnight to a little Vil-^ 
lage, almoft ftarved with Cold, and, knocking up the 
Curate, defired he would let him go into his warm Bed, 
roaft him a Pullet, get him fome good Wine, and he 
would pay well for it. The Curate was contented, but 
aflced for Money to fend for the Wine and Pullet, 
bccaufe he had none himfelf. The Emperor told hini 
he had none about him, but his Man would come 
in the Morning and pay all Expence. Neither hav- 
ing Money, the Curate fent out upon Truft, gave 
him his warm Bed, prepared the Refrelhment, and 
accommodated him as wdl as he could j for all 

whicl* 
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which he was well paid : But the Emperor refoived 
never to go without Money afterwards. 
- This Emperor, thoi^ ihe met with 7htEmten>rri- 
fuch Succcfi, and was poffeffed of fo -^^'i,^^ 
large Dominions, In the Year I556» ,jr6. 

voluntarily refigned his Crowns to his 
Brother and Son, and retired into a Monaftery of 
Monks of the Order of St. Jerome. In the former 
Part of his Life, we beheld him environed with the 
Glory, Wealth, and Power of the World j here wc 
fee him in his Monaftery, poor, humble, folitary, 
fickly, and forfaken by his own Confent. 

The Monaftery of Juftey Monks of _ , 
St. Jerome, to which ha It/Serial Ma- Manafiert' 
jcfty withdrew himfelf, is in a folitary 
but pleafant Place, fcven Leagues from Valencia \ 
the neareft Town, called Coacos, containing 500 Hou- 
fes, is within a Quarter of a League of it, and yet 
not feen from it, by reafon of a Hill that rifes be- 
tween them. 

The Emperor lived here in fo mean 
a Manner, that only the Room he lay ™. ^"f^f 
in was hung with lome old black L.lotnj „ »<«n Statt, 
and in it he had only a one-armed decay- 
ed * Chair -, his Habit always black, the' indifferent; 
he had indeed a little Silver Plate, but it was quite 
plain. It is faid, in the Exercifes of Prayers, Read- 
ing, and Meditation, he far out-did the moft of his 
religious Function. He iaid the Divine Office ;

He loved Mufick, and had an excellent Elar, yet 
would have none but the Friars to fing in the Choir. 
His Zeal for Religion was fo great, that, being told of 
the apprehending of Cazalla, and other Hereticks, he 
faid. Nothing could draw hm out of a Msnaftery^ «»- 
U[s there was need of him to oppofe them. He would 
never hear the Arguments of the Lutherans^ whom 
lie called Hereticks^ faying, he was no Scholar^ there- 
fore they might injlilfome Errors into hintt which wauU 
be afterwards hard to remove. 

In this Manner the Emperor fpent the Remainder 
of his Life ; his laft Hours drew on, the Gout had 
left him for fcveral Days, the Ague took him, and, 
by degrees growing worfe, about two o* Clock in 
rfie Morning, when all was very ftill, he faid, // is 
now Time -, but, though he was io ipent, four 
Men without Difficulty could not ftir him in his 
Bed, yet he turned upon his Side as readily as if 
he had ailed nothing : Taking the Crucifix in one 
Hand, and the Candle in the other, he continued a 
while looking on the Crucifix without fpeaking a 
Word, but then, with a Voice fo loud that it could be 
heard in the other Room, he faly'd, O JESUS ! and 
gave up the Ghoft. He died on the 21ft of 5"^. 
Ei, D.aih w ^55.8. aged 59 Year^ and five Months, 
Burial. 1S58. having reigned 43 Years and been Em- 
peror 38. His Body was put into a 
Leaden Coffin ; then into one of Chefnut Tree
